I fliould now, in right of a Dedicator, 
■ give your Lordfliip a Lift of your own Vir- 
tues, and, at the fame time, be very unwil- 
ling CO offend youc Modefly ; But, chiefly, 
I fhould celebrate your Liberality towards 
Men of great Parts and fmall Fortunes, and 
giveyou broad Hints, that I mean my (elf. 
And, I was jufl going on in the ufiial Me- 
, thod, to perufe a hundred or two of De- 
. dications, and tranfcribe an Abftrad, to be 
applied to your Lordfhip; But, I was di- 
. verted by a certain Accident. For, upon 
the Covers of thefc Papers, Fcafually obfer- 
vcd written in large Letters, the two follow- 
ing Words, deTur DiGt^rssrmo-y 
which, for ought I knew, might contain 
fome important Meaning. But, it unluckily 
fell out, that none of the Authc»s I employ, 
underllood Latin ( tho' I have them often 
in pay, to tranHate out cf that Language )

Of your undaunted Courage, in moumiag 
a Breach, or fcaling a Wall j Or, to have 
had your Pedigree trac'd in a Lineal Defcenc 
froni the Houfe of AufirU ; Or, of youc 
vTMideriul Talent at Drefs and Dancing ; 
,Or, your Profound Knowledge in Algehr*, 
i^r^A;^i:f/iaildthtiOrientalTongue8: But 
to ply the World with an old bcateil Story 
trf'yourWjc, And Eloqaenctf , and Learning. 
nai WifdCHti. iatA [uftice, and Politeneft, aiKl 
Candor, and Evednels of Temper in ail 
Scenes of Lift; Of that great Difcemn^nt

THE Wits of the prefent Ago 
being fovery numerous and pe- 
netrating, it feems, the Grandees 
of ChHrd and Sun begin to fall 
under horrible Apprehenfions, left thefe 
Gentlemen during the Intervals of a long 
Peace, ihould find leifurc to pick floles in 
the weak fides of Religion and Govera- 
ment. To prevent which, there has been 
much Thought employ'd of late upon cer- 
tain Projc(3s for taking off the Force, and 
Edge of thofe formidable Enquirers, from 
canvafling and reafoning upon fnch deli- 
cate Points. They have at length fixed 
upon one, which will require ibme Time 
as well as Coft, to perfca. Mean while, 
the Danger hourly incieafing, by new Le- 
vies of Wits all appointed (as there is 
Reafonto fear) with Pen. Ink, and Paper, 
which may at an hour's Warning be drawn 
out into Pamphlets, and other Offcnfive 
Weapons, ready for immediate Execution : 
It

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Ic was judged of abtbluce necefTicy, thtft 
(boie prelenc Expedient be thought on, tilt 
the nuin Deflgn can b^ brought to lAv 
curity. To this End, k a Grand Com- 
mittee, (bme Days ago, this important Di(^ 
covery was made by a certain curious and 
refined Obfervec ; That ^Sea-men have a 
Cuflom whoi they meet a Whale, to fling 
him out an empty Tub, by w-ay of Amufe- 
inent, to divert him from laying violent 
Hands upon the Ship.

But, how to analize the Tub, was a Mat- 
ter of Difficulty ; when after long Enquiry 
and Debate, the literal Meaning was pre- 
ferved .- And it was decreed, that in order 
to prevent thefe Leviathans from tofling 
and fporting with the Cemmenwealth, 
(which of it felf is coo ape to fiuHuate) 
they 
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they fliould be divecced from tUac Game 
by a Tale of a Tuh. And my Genius be- 
ing conceived to lye not unhappily that 
way, I had the Honor done me to be 
engaged in the Perfotmancc.

that aecenkry and noble f Courfe tXf**- 
of Study, I had the Happinefs to ;;^gj'- 
obferve maay fuch egregious Tou- 
ches, which I fli^U not injure the Authors 
by traalplanting : Becaufe 1 have remark- 
ed, that nothing is (b very tender as a 
MaJeru Piece of Wit, and which is apt to 
iufTer To much in the Carriage. Some 
things are extreamjy witty to £rf^ otfafi" 
ing^ «r in this Placet or at eight a Clccky of 
9ver a Bottle^orfptke ly Mr.'Vfhitdica.ll'arat 
^ in a Summers Marning .- Any of which, 
by the Hnalleft Tranfpofal or Mi(applica- 
ticn, is utterly annihilate. Thus, Wit\aa 
its Walks and Purlieus, out of which it 
may not ftray the breadth of a Hair, upon 
peril of being loft. The Modems have art- 
fully fixed this Mercury^ and reduced it to 
the Grcuraftances of Time, Place and Per- 
ibh. Such a JeH there is, that will nor 
pafs cnxoiCetrvent Garden ; and fuch a one, 
that is no where intelligible but at Hide- 
fark Corner. Now, tho it fometimes ten- 
derly aSec^s me to confider, that all the 
towardlyPaflages I ffaajl deliver in the foU 
. C lowing 
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lowing Trcatife, will grow quite ouc of 
date and relilh with the fim (bifting of 
the prcfent Scene J yet I mud need fub- 
fcribe to the Juftice of this Proceeding : 
becaufe, I cannot imagine why M'e (hould 
be at Expence to fumifh Wit for fiicceed- 
ing Agesi when the former have made no 
fort ot Provifion for ours ; wherein I fpeak 
the Sentiment of the very newefl, and con- 
fequently the mofl Orthodox Refiners , as 
well as my own. However, being ex- 
treimly follicitous, that every accomplifb- 
ed Perfon who has got into the Tafte of 
Wit calculated for thisprefent N4onth of 
Augufi 1697, (hould defcend to the very 
httom of all the Suhlime throughout this 
Treatift ; I hold it fit to lay down this ge- 
neral Maxim.- Whatever Reader deffrcs 
to have a thorow Comprehenfion of an Au- 
thor's Thoughts, cannot rake a better Me- 
thod, than by putting himfeif into the 
Circumftances and Pofture of Life, that the 
Writer was in, upon every important Paf- 
fage as it flowed from his Pen ,* For this 
will introduce a Parity and Uriil Corre- 
(pbndence of Idea's between the Reader 
and the. Author. Now, to affift the dili- 
■ gent . Reader in fo delic^e an Affair, as 
tar as brevity will permit, I have recol- 
leaed. 
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leSed, that the ftireu-defl Pieces of this 
Treatise, were conceived in Bed, in a Gar- 
ret; At other times (for a Reafbn beft 
known to myfelf) I thought fit to fliarpen 
my InV^ention' with Hunger; and in gene- 
ral, the whole Work was begun, conti- 
nued, and endcd» under a longCourfeof 
Phyfick , and a great want of Money, 
Now, I do affirm, it will be abfblutcly 
impoffible for the candid Perufcr togoa- 
long with me in a great many bright Pafla- 
ges, unleft upon the feveral Difficulties e* 
mergent, he will pleafe to capacitate and 
prepare himfelf by thefe Dire^ions.

I am juft 
come from perufing fome hundreds of Pre- 
faces, wherein the Authors do at the very 
beginning addrefs the gentle Reader con- 
cerning this enormous Grievance. Of thefe

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I have preftrved a few Examples, and 
ffiali (et them down as near as my Memory 
has been able to retain them.

Secondly : I do not well underftand the 
Juftice of this Proceeding, bccaufe I ob- 
ferve many of thefe polite Prefaces, to be 
not only from the fame Hand, but from 
thote who are mod voluminous in their 
ftveral Productions. Upon which I Ihall 
tell the Reader a fliort Tale.

T H E R E are certain common Privileges 
of a Writer, the Benefit uhercof, I hope 
there will be no Reafon to doubt; parti- 
culary, that where I am not underftood, 
it (ball be concluded, that fometliing very 
ufeful and profoond is coucht anderneath : 
And again, that whatever Word or Sen- 
tence is printed in a different Character, 
(hall be judged to contain fomething ex- " 
traordinary either ot Wit or Sublime. 

A S for the Liberty I have thoyght fit 
to take of praifing my fclf, upon fomc Oc- 
cafions or none ; f am fure it will need no 
Excufe, if a Multitude of great Examples 
be allowed fufficient Authority : For it is 
here to be notedj th^c Praife was originally 
a Penfion paid by the World : but the Mo- 
derns finding the Trouble and Charge top 
great in colledling ir, have lately bought 
dut the Rfc-Siffi/'/f J fince which time, the 
Right of Prefcntation ' is wholJy in our 
lilves. For this R^albn it is, that when 
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an Author makes his own Elogy he u(cs 
a certain form to deplare and infifl upon 
his Title, which is commonly in the(e or 
the like Words, I fpak mtbont' Fanitj ^ 
which I think plainly (hews it to be a 
Matter of Right and Jullice. Now, I do 
here once for all declare, that in every 
, Encounter of this Nature, thro' the follow- 
ing Treatife, the Form aforefaid is imply'd j 
which I mention, to lave the Trouble of 
repeating it on {b many Occafions. 

'T I S a great Eafe to my Confcience 
that I have writ fb elaborate and aieful a 
Dtfcourfe without one grain of Satyr inter- 
raixt ,* which is the fole Point wherein I have 
taken leave to diflent from the famous Ori- 
ginals of our Age and Country. I have ob- 
ftrv'd fomeSatyrifts to ufe thePublick much 
at the Rate that Pedants do a naughty Uoy 
ready Hors'd for D^fciplineiFirftexpoftolate 
theCa{e>then plead the Neceffity of the Rod, 
from greatProvocations,and concludecvery 
Period with a LaQi.Now,if 1 know any thing 
of Mankind, ihefe Gentlemen might very 
well fpare their Reproof and CorretSion ; 
For there is not through at! Nature ano- 
ther fb callous and inCenfible a Member 
a$ the World's Ppfieriors, whether you ap- 

C4 ply 
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ply to it the Toe or the Bitch. Befides, 
raoft of our late Satyrifl's feem to lye un- 
der a (brt of Miflake, thac becanfe Net- 
tics have the R-erogative to Stingy there-* 
fore all other Weeds mnft do fo too, f 
make not this Comparifon out of the leaft 
Defign to detra(ft from the'e worthy Wri- 
ters.- For it is well known among Mytbo- 
logijls^ that WeeJs have the Preeminence 
over all other Vegetables j and therefore 
the firfl: Monarch of this Idand, whoft 
Tafte and Judgment were fo acute and re- 
fTned, did very wifely root out the Rofes 
from the Collar of the Orders and' plant 
the Thijiles in their ftead, as the nobler 
Flower of the two. For which Reafon it 
is conjetflured by profounder Antiqua- 
ries, that the Satyrtcal Ftch, io prevalent 
in this Part of our Ifland, was firfl brought 
among us from beyond the Tweed. Here 
may it long flourifli and abound ; May it 
fiirvive and negledl the Scorn of the 
World, wiih as much Eafe and Contecopt 
as the World is inftnfible to the Lafbes 
of it. May their own DuUnefi, or. that 
pf their Party, be no Difcouragement for 
the Autliors to proceed ; but let them re- 
member, it, is with Wits as with BazorSj 
which are never lb apt to cut thofe they 
'are 
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are employ'd on, as when they have Ufi 
their Edge. Befides, rhofe whoft Teeth 
are too rotten to bite, are beft of all o- 
thers quaKfted to revenge, that DefeA with 
their Breath. 

I am not like other Men, to envy or 
utidervalue the Talents I cannot reach ; 
for which Rcafon I mufl: needs bear a true 
Honor to this large eminent Ss€t of our 
Britijb Writers. And I hope , this little 
Panegyrick will not be offcnfive to their 
Ears, (ince it lias the Advailtage of being 
only defgned for ihemfelvcs. Indeed, 
Nature her felf has taken Order, that Fame 
and Honor fliould be purchaftd at a bet- 
ter Penywonh by Satyr, than by any o- 
ther Produiiiions of the Brain j the World 
being fooneft provoked to Traife by 
hapiesy as Men are to Love, There is a 
Problem in an aacient Author, why De- 
dications, and other Bundles of Flattery 
run al! upon dale mufly Topicks, withoat 
the rmalleft Tindure of any thing New ; 
not only to the torment and naufeating 
of the Chrijlian Reader, but (^if not fiid- 
denly prevented) to the univerfal fpread- 
in^ of that peftilent Difeale, the Lethar- 
gy, in this Ifland : Whereas, there is very 
Iittl« 
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little Satyr which has not (bmething in 
it lintouch'd before. The Defeds of the 
former are ufually imputed to the want 
of Invention among tho(e who are Deal- 
ers in that kind: But, I think, with a- 
great deal of Injuflice ; the Solution be- 
ing eafie and natural. For, the Materi- 
als of Panegyricfc being very few in Num- . 
ber, have been long fince cxhaufled .• For, 
as Health is but one Thing, and has been 
always the fame, whereas Dileafes are by 
thoDfands, befides new and daily Addi- 
tions: So, all the Virtues that have been 
ever in Mankind, are to be counted upon 
a few Fingers , but his Follies and Vices 
are innumerable, and Time adds hourly 
to the Heap. Now, the atmofl: a poor. 
Poet can do, is to get by heart a Lid of the 
Cardinal Virtues, and deal them with his 
utmoft Liberality to his Heroor his Patron: 
He may ring the Cha;iges as far as it will 
go, and vary his Phrafe till he has ralk'd 
round; but the Reader quick- 
««'^^*- ly finds, it is all * Perk, with 
a little variety of Sawce.- For there is no 
inventing Terms cf ,Art beyond our Idea's j 
and when Idea's are exhaufted, Terms of 
Art muftbefo too.

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BUT, tho* the Matter (or Pancgyrick 
were as fruitful as the Topicks of Satyr, 
yet would it not be hard to find ODt a 
fufiicient Reafon, why the latter will be 
alway better received than the firft. For, 
this being be[lo.ved only upon one or a 
few Perfons at a time, is Cure to raife 
Envy, and confequcntly ill Words from 
the reA, who have no (hare in the Blef- 
fing .- But Satyr being levelled at all, is 
never refentcd for an offence by any, fince 
every individual Peribn makes bold to 
underfland it of others, and very wiftly 
removes his particular Part of the Bur- 
then upon the Shoulders of the World, 
which are broad enough, and able to bear 
ir. To this purpofe, I have fometimes 
refieded upon the Difference between A' 
thens and England with refped to the 
Point before us. In the M- , ^^ 

tick * Commonwealth^ it was '" "^' 
the Priviledge and Birth-right of every 
Citizen and Poet, to rail aloud and in 
pubiick, or tp expofe upon the Stage by 
Name, any Perfon they pieafed, tho' of 
the greateil Figure, whether a Creoti^ an 
tfyperholuSi an ^Iciliae/es, pf a Demojlhe- 
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net : But on the other fide, the Icafl: re- 
fle^ng Word let fall againd the Pepple 
in general, was immediately caught up^ 
and revenged upon the Authors, how- 
ever confiderable for their Quality or their 
Merits. W|iereas; in England it is jufl: 
the Reverie of all this. Hfre, you may 
ftcurely difplay your utmoft: Rhetorick a- 
gainft Mankind, in the Face of the World j 
tell them, " That all are gone ajiray ; 
** That there is none that doth goody ne not 
** one ; That we live in the very Dregs of 
*' Tffwf; That Knavery and Atheifm are 
" Bpidemick as the Fox ; That Honefly 
** is fled with Afirtea ; with any other 
Common places equally new and eloquent, 
, which are furnifhed by the * Splen- 
dida hilis. And when you have 
done, the whole Audience, far from fac- 
ing offended, fhall return you Thanks, 
as a Deliverer of precious and ufeful 
Truths. Nay farther ; It is but to ven- 
ture your Lungs and you may preach in 
Cwent-Garde* againft Foppery and For- 
nication, and Something elfei Againft 
pride, aud DilTimuIation, and Bribery, at 
White-hall: You may expofe Rapine 
and Injufti(?e in tlie Inns of Cojtrt Chap- 
pel ; 
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pel ; And in a City Pulpit be as fierce 
as you pleale, againft Avarice, Hypo- 
crifie and. Extortion. 'Tis but a Ball 
bandied to and fro, and every Man car- 
ries a Racket zhout Him to ftrike it from 
himfelf among the reft of the Com- 
pany. But on the other fide, whoever 
ihould miftake the Nature of things fo 
far, as to drop but a fingte Hint in 
publick , How fuch a one ftarved half 
the Fleet, and half poifon'd the reft: 
How facb a one^ from a true Principle 
o{ Love and Honour^ pays no Debts but 
for Wenches and Play .■ Hov/fuch a one has 
got a Clap, and runs out of his Eftate: 
How Faris bribed by 'Juno and Venus ^ 
loath to offend either Party , flept out 
the whole Caufc on the Bench.- Or, 
how^c/' an Orator makes long Speeches 
in the Senate, with much Thought, lit- 
tle Senfe, and to no Purpofe. Whoever, 
I fay, Ihould venture to be thus parti- 
cular, muft expeA to be imprifoned for 
Scankalum Magnatum ; to have Challenges 
fent him J to be fiied for Defamation ; 
and to be hoHght before the Bar of the 
Houfe.

^hat Age, the Scholaftick Brother grew 
weary of lear(:hing farther Evcif^ons, and 
Iblying evpriading Contradi^ion^. Re- 
iblved therefore at all Hazards to comply 
with the Modes of the World, they con- 
perted Matters together, and agreed una- 
nimoufly, to lock up their Father's Will in 
a Strofig-BaXf brought out of G'^eee or 
/taij, ( I have forgot whiqh) and troublp 
themfelves no farther to e^miae it, but 
pnly refer to its Authority wlientver they 
th6ught fit. In coqfequence whereof, a 
while after, it grew a general Mode to 
wear an infinite Number of Points, moft 
pf them tsgg*d with Silver : Upon which 
fhs Scholar pronounced ex Catkidrdy that 
Points were abfolutely Jurt Putemoj a$ 
fhey might very well remember. -Tis 
^ue indeed, the Fafhion prefcribed fome- 
What more than were direaly named in the 
' ^iil ; However, that they, as Heir^ ge- 
neral of their Father, had Power tpmake 
and add certain Clauf^ for publick Hmo- 
|^me^t , thougfi not deduci^I^ totidem 
'Hjerhii from thp Letter of \ the Will, or 
fife, MuUa dfurAa fiqtdertatur, Thjs was 
ynderftow^ fqr <^momcai^ andj tbereforq oq 
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the followiag Sundtty they cam&to Church 
all covered with Points. 

THE Learned Brother (b often men* 
tioned, was reckcmM the heft Scholar in 
aU that or the next Street to it ; info- 
much, as having run fomethij^ behind- 
haod with the WorM* he obtained the Fa- 
vour from a ctrtai/t Lordy to receive him 
into hi$ Houle, and to teach his Children. 
A while after the Lord Died, and he by 
long Praftice upon his Father's Will, found 
the way of contriving a Deed of Coaveyame 
of that Houfe to Himfelf and his Heirs: 
Upon which he took Pofleflion, turned 
the young Squires our, and received his 
pothers in their Itead*

Error, from which I muit immediately 
eictricate my felf, before I can decently 
purliie my principal Subject. I confeis 
with Shame, it was an unpardonable O- 
miflion to proceed fo far as I have already 
done, before I had performed the due 
Pifcourfes, Expoftulatory, Supplicatory, or 
Deprecatory with my good Lords the Cri- 
ticks. Towards fome Atonement for this 

frievausNegleO:, Ida here makf-hiimhly 
old to prefent thtm with a Ihort Account 
of themfelves and their Art, by looking in- 
to theOriginal and Pedigree of the Word, 
as it is generally underftood among us, and 
very briefly confidering the aniient and 
jsrefent State thereof, 
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BY the Word, Oitkk, at this Day Jo 
frequent in aH Converiacions, chcre have 
fometinies been diftinguiflicd three very 
difierent ^ledes of Mortal Men, according 
as I have read in AMtitnt Batik/ stid f'mm- 
fbUti, For firft, by this Term were undcr- 
ftoo4 Aicb Perfons as invented or drew up 
Hules for themfelves and the World, by 
oblervh^ which, a carefiil Header might be 
able to pronounce upon the Productions of 
the LeArmtd^ form his Ta&e to a true R&> 
]i(b of the Sublime and the Mmrthit, and 
divide every Beauty of Matter or of Style 
from the Corruption that Apes it : In their 
commoa perufal of Books, iii^ting out 
the Errors and liefeds, the Nanteous, the 
Fulfome, the Dull, and the Impertinent, 
with the Caution of a Man that wallts 
thro' EJeoiforiMgk Streets in a Morning, 
who is indeed ascarefulai. be can, to watch 
diligently, and fpy out the Filth in his 
Way, act that he is curions to obfervc the 
Pdourand CompfexicKi of the Ordure, or 
take its DitnenfioDS, much )efs to be pad- 
ling in, or tafHng it: but only with a 
De(]gn to coine out as cleanly as he may. 
Thele Men fcem, nho' very erroneoufly, 
IP have U)i(l?rftoo(i the AppcHation oi' 

Critia!:. 
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Critiek in a literal Senfe ; That one prin- 
c^l part of his Office was to Praife and 
Acquit ; and, that a Critiek^ who fets up 
to Read, only for an Occafion of Cenfure 
and Reproof, is a Creature as barbarous, 
as a Judge, who Ihould take up a Re(blu- 
tion to hang all Men that came before him. 
upon a Tryalf 

AG A IN; by the Word Cri/«*, have 
been meant, the Reftorer of jtntient Learn- 
ing from the Worms, and Graves, and Duft 
DtManufcripts. 

NOW, the Races of thefe two havie 
been fw fome Ages utterly cxtinft ;,and 
betides, to difcourfe any farther of them, 
would not be at all to my purpofe. 

THE Third, and Nobleft Sort, is that 
of the TRVE CK/T/CAC, whofe O- 
riglnal is the moft Antient of all. Every 
True Critiek \s a Hero born, defcending in 
a direft Line from a CelcAlal Stem, by 
MojnasajidHjhis, who begat S^i)//*/, who 
b^at Tiseliiust who b^at Eteatera the 
~^laer, who begat Bt/j, and RyM-r^ad 
W-tta^ and Perraultj and DetJais, wrobe- 
gat Eteeeter* the Younger,. 
^ AND 
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AND thefe are the Cr/fwryt/ from whom 
the Commonwealth of Learning has in all 
Ages received fuch immenfe benefits, that 
the Gratitude of their Admirers placed 
their Origine in Heaven, among thofe of 
Hercu/efj ThefeuSy PerfeuSj and other great 
Defervers of Mankiiid. But Heroick Vir- 
tue it felf hath not been exempt from the 
Obloquy of Evil Tongiles- For it hadi 
been ob)fefted, that thofe Antient Heroes, 
famous for their Combating To many 
Giants, and Dragons, and Robbers, were ■ 
in tWir own Perfons a greater Nuifanee 
to Mankind, than any of thofe Monfters 
they fubdued; and tnerefore, to render 
their Obligations more Complcat, whco 
allwAer Vermin were deftroy'd, Ihould in 
Confcience have concluded with the fame 
Juftice upon themfelves : as HermUs moft 
generoufly did, and hath upon that Score, 
procured to himfelf more Temples and 
Votaries than the heft of his Fellows. 
For thefe Reafons, I fuppofe it is, why 
feme haveconceived, it wouhd be very cx,- 
pedient for the Publick Good of Learn- 
ing, that every True Critick^ as foon as he 
had finifhed his Task alTigned, {hould im- 
mediately deliver himfelf up to Rats- 
banc, 
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bane, or Hemp, or from fome convenient 
jiltitude^ andtnatnoMan'sPrctenfioiisto 
ib illuftrious a Charafter, fbould by any 
means be ro»ivcd, before That Operation 
l^re performed. 

NOW, from this Heavenly t>elceator 
Criticifm, and the dofe Analogy it bears 
to Htrmk Virtue^ 'tis eafie to A/Tign th^ 
proper Employment of a Tme^ Jbt/eift, 
Qemi$ne Cfitiek i which is, to travel thro* 
this vaft World crf Writings ; to puiTue 
and hunt chofe Monftrous Faults bred 
within them : to drag out the lurking pr- 
iors like Cmus from his Den ; to mul- 
tiply them like l^irtCs Heads ; and rake 
tliem together like Augetu^ Dung. Or 
elfedrivc away a fort of Dangerous FoW, 
who have a perverfe Inclination to plun- 
der the beft Branches of the Tree tf Kjioxv- 
l^t^ like tliofe StjmfhxlUn Birds tliat eat 
Op the Fruit. 

..THESE Reafonings will furnifh us 
with an adequate Definition of a true Cri- 
tick ; that. He is a Difcoverer and Collector cf 
Writers Faults. Which may be further 
but beyond Difpute by the following De- 
monrtration ; That Mfhoever will examine 
xhs

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the Wcidngs in all kin^, vv^berewith this 
antient Seft has liDnour'd the WorlcJ^ Ih^I 
immediately fiod^ from the w hob 'Hvread 
and Teaouc of them, that the Idea's of tjie 
Authors have been altc^eiher cooverfe^it, 
aad taken up wnh the Faults aod Ble- 
mifbes, and Ovetljgbts» aad Miflakes of 
other Writers; ana let the Subieft treat- 
ed on be whatever it will, their Imagi- 
nations are fo entirely poflefsM and replete 
with the DefeSs 01 other Pens, that th« 
ve^y Qjjinteffence of what isbad^doesof 
neceflitydefiij into their own.i'.by which 
means the wfiole appears to be nothings 
elfe but an J^r'aff of the CritUijms them- 
selves liavecnade. 

HAVING thus briefly confiderM the 
Original aud Office of a Cii'nsc^^ as the; 
Word is underfiood in its moft noble and 
univerfal Acceptation, I proceed to refwte 
the Objedionsoftfiofe who argufefiocB tha 
Silence and Pretermiffioti of Authors ; by 
which they prefiend to prove^ thatthe very 
Art of Crtticifm, as now exercifed, and by 
me explained, is wholly Modern ; and con- 
iecjuently, that the Crittch of Great Sri' 
taifraad France^ have no Title to an Ori- 
ginal fo Antient and Illuilrious as I have 
deduced, 
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deduced. Now, If I can deirly make ovlt 
on the contrary, that the moft Antient 
Writers have particularly defcribed, both 
the Perfon and the Office of a Trui 
Critiet, agreeable to the Definition laid 
down by me ; their Grand Objection, 
from the Silence of Authors, will fall to 
the Ground.

I confcfs to have for a long time bom 
apart in this general Error; from which , 
I (hould never have acquitted my felf, j 
but thro' the Affillance of our Noble Mo- ! 
t/irni. whofemoftedifying Volumes I turn 
indefatigablyoverNightandDay, for the ' 
Improvement of my Mind, and the good j 
of my Country : Thefe have with un- 
wearied Pains made many ufeful Searches 
into the weak fides of the Antitnts, and 

given us a comprehenfive j 
•SwWoitm Lift of them. 'Befldes, they I 
'1£:T^^. have proved beyond contra- ! 

di&on, that the very hnelt 
Things delivered of old, have been long 
fince invented, and brought to Light by 
much later Pens, and that the noWelt Dil- 
coveries tho'a Antimts ever made of Art 
or of Nature, have all been produced by 
the tranfcending Genius of the prefenr. I 
Ago i 
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Age. Which clearly (hews , how linle 
Merit thofe Antients can juftly pretend to j 
and takes ofT that blind Admiration paid 
them by Men in a Corner, who have the 
Unhappincfi orconverfingtoo little with 
prefent Things. Refk^ing maturely upon 
all this, and taking in the whole Compal^ 
of Human Nftcure, I eafily concluded, that 
theft Antients^ highly (enfiblc of their ma* 
ny Impcrfediorts, muft needs have endea- 
voured from (btae Paflkges in their Works, 
to obviate, foften, or divert riie Cenlbri- 
ous Reader, by Satyr^ or Patteg^rkk upon 
the True Criticks, in Imitation of their Ma- 
kers the Mteferns. Now, in 
the Cmmon-rhtes o\ * both p*„^Y,lSi 
thefe, [ was plentifully inftru- crbuhj! 
^ed, by a longCourlfeof ule- 
fill Study in FrefMces and Prologues i and 
therefore immediately refolved to try what 
J could difcovcr of either, by a diligent 
Perufal of tlie mod Antient Writers, and 
efpecially thofe who treated of theearliefl: 
Times. Here I found to my great Sur- 
prize, that although they all entred, upon 
Oceafion, into particular Defcriptions of 
the True Critick, according as they were 
governed by their Fears or .their Hopes : 
yet' whatever they touch'd of that ltind,was 
. • G with 
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with abundance of Caution, adventuripg 
DO farther than Mytbok^ and Hiercgly- 
pbick. This, I (uppo{e « gave p^round to 
fuperficial Readers, for urging the Silence 
of Authors, againft the Antiquity of the 
True Critick; tho' the Types are fb appo^^ 
f:tf, and the Applications fo necrflary and 
natural, that it is not eafy to conceive, 
how any Reader ot a MoJem Eye and Tafte 
could over*look them. I Ihall venture 
from 3 great Number to produce a few, 
which I am very confident, will put this 
Queflion beyond Di(pute. j 

I T well deferves confidering, that thefe 
- Antient Writers in treating Enigmatically 
upon this Subje<iJ, have generally fixed 
upon the very fame Hieroglyph^ varying 
only the Story according to their Aned:i- 
ons or their Wit, For firft ; Paufamias is 
of Opinion, that the Periedtion ol Wri. 
tingcortedt was entirely o-jving to the In- 
flitution ol Critkkt ; and, th« he can pof* 
fibly mean no othtr than the True Cntifk, 
is, I think, manifell enough from the iol- 
lowing Defcription. He fays, They were 
a Race of Men y vobe del'tf^t?d to tiillle at the 
Super^uiteSt asd Excrefcemies of Books ; 
whkb the Learned at length olferving, took 
Warning 
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Warning^ of their own Accord^ ta lop'x\\t 
Luxuriant^ the Rotten, the Dead, the Sap- 
iefs, and the Overgrown Branches from their 
Works. But now, all this he cunningly 
/hades under the following Al- ,,.,^ 
legoryj That /jEitf * Nauplians 
in Argia, learned the Art of pruning their 
f^ineSy hy ohfervingy that when an MiS had 
hrowfei ti{>on one of them^ it thrived the 
letter, and here fairer Fruit. . ^., 
But + Herodotus holding the '** 

very fime Hieroglyph, Ipeaks much plain- 
er, and almofl: in terminis. He haih been 
fb bold as to tax the True Criticks^ of Ig- 
norance and MalicCf telling us openly, 
for I think nothing can be plainer, that 
in the Wefiern Part of Libya, there were 
ASSES with HORNS: 
Upon which Relation * a^^r -^'ptTtx nZ 
yet refines, mentioning the /pW photium. 
very fame Animal about India; 
adding, That whereas all other ASSES 
wanted a Gall, thefe honied ones were fo re- 
dundant in that Part, that their Flefh was 
not to he eaten, hecauje of its extream Bit- 
ternefs. 

NOW, theReafbn why thofe Antient 

Writers treated this Subje(a only by Types 

G X and 
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and Figures, was, becaufe they durfl: not 
make open Attacks agatnft a Party fo Po- 
tent and lb Terrible, as the Critkks ofthofe 
Ages were : whoTe very Voice was fxy 
Dreadful, that a Legion of Authors would 
tremble, and drop their Pens at the Sound ; 
"iti.i. f Of ft> * ■^'?™^'''** tells us expre(^ 

ly in another Place, how a vafi 
Atnt) of Scythians was put to flight in a Fa- 
nick Terror, iy the Braying cf an A S S. 
From hence it is conje<2ured by certain 
profound PhilologerSf that the great Awe 
and Reverence paid to a True Critick^ by 
the Writers of Britain, have been derived 
to Us, from thofe our Scythian Anceftors. 
, In fliort, this Dread was fo univerfal, that 
in procefi of Time, thofc Authors who 
had a' mind to publifh their Sentimentip 
more freely, in delcribingthc True Criticks 
of their feveral Ages, were forced to leave 
off the ufe of the former Hieroglyph, as 
too nearly approaching the Prototype, and 
invented other Terms inftead thereof, 
t uh ^'^^^ vc^te mote cautious and 

myftical ; fb f VioJorus (peak- 
ing to the iame purpofc, ventures no far- 
ther than to fay, that in the Mountains of 
Helicon there grows a certain Weed, which 
htars a Flower of fo dawned a Scent ^ as to 
poifon 
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ptifoK tktfe »b0 offer u fmell it. Lucrttiiu 
gives exactly the fame Reiatioo.

BUT Ctefiast whom we lately qiioted, 
hath been a great deal bolder; He had 
beeo ufed with much feverity by the True 
Criticks of his own Age, and therefore 
could not foibear to leave behind him, at 
leafl one deep Mark of his Vengeance^ a- 
gaind the whole Tribe. His Meaning it 
\Q near the Surfiu:e, that I wonder how It 
pofTibiy came to be overlook'd by thofe 
who deny the Antiquity of the True Cri- 
ticks, For pretending to make a Defcri- 
ption of many ftrange Animals about 
InJiM, ha hath fet down thefe^remarkabltt 
Words. Among the rejiy fays be, there is s 
Serpent that wants Teeth, ani cenfe^nentfy 
cannot iite, ht if its Vomit (to w>h$ch it 
is much aMSeJ) happens to fsH upon tny 
Things t tertain Roltennefs or Corrnptipn 
enfues : Tbefe Serpents are general^ found 
antong the Mountains where Jewels grow^ 
and ihey frtfneatiy emit a poi&nous ^iee, 
G 5 where^ 
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whereof^ whoever drinks^ that Ferfon's Brains 
fiies out of his l^oftrils. 

THERE was . alfo among the Antients a 
fqrt of Cri/ici, not diftinguiihtinj^^rie from 
the Former, but in Growth or Degree, who 
ftera to have been only the Tyro's or ju- 
nior Scholars j yet becaufe ot their dif- 
fering Employments, they are frequently 
mentioned as a St€t by thcmfelves. The 
ufual exercife ofthefe younger Students, 
was to attend conftantly at Theatres, and 
learn to fpy out the worft Farts of the 
Play, whereof they were obliged carefully 
to take Note, and render a rational Ac^ 
count, to their Tutors. Fleflit ac theie 
finalkr Sports, like young Wolves, they 
grew up in Time, to be nimble and flrong 
enough for hunting down large Game. 
For it hath been obferved both among An- 
tients and Moderns, that a True Critici 
hath oae (^ality in common with a 
^yhore and an Alderman^ never to change 
his Title or his Nature ; that a Gr^ Crir 
ifck has been certainly a green one, the Pejy 
ffiSions and Acquirements of his Age be- 
ing only the improved Talents of his 
Youth.; like Hemp, which fbme Natura- 
^^s infqrm yts, is pa^ for Suffocation^^ thp' 
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taken but in the SeeJ. I efleem the In- 
venrion, or at leaft the Refinement of Pro^ 
logues, to have been owing to thefe youn- 
ger Proficients, of whom Terence makes 
frequent and honourable mention, under 
the Name of Malevoli. 

N O W, 'tis certain, the Tnftitution of 
the True Criticks^ was of abfblute Necefl 
fity to the Common-wealth of Learning. 
For all Human Actions feem to bs divi- 
ded l\kc Themifiocles and his Company; 
One Man can Fiidtcy and another can 
make afmallTomn a great City ; and he that 
cannot do either one or the other, defirves 
to be kick'd out of the Creation. The 
avoiding of which Penalty, has doubtle/s 
given the firft Birth to the Nation of Cri- 
ticks, and withal, an Occafion for their 
fecret Detradiors to report ; that a True 
C«/«it isa fbrtof iMechanick, fct up with 
a Stock and Tools for his Trade, at as 
little Expence as a Taylor', and that there 
is much Analogy between the Utenfils 
and Abilities of both : That the Taylor's 
Hell is the Type of a Critick'j Commw- 
f lace-Book, and his Wit and Learning held. 
fprth by the Gtiofe: That it requires at 
UiH as many of thefe, to the making up 
G 4 of 
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of one Scholar, as of the others to the 
Compofition of a Man : That the Valour 
of both is eqxial, and their Wea^ans near 
of a Size. Much may be faid m anfwer 
to thcfe invidious Reflc(!iiQns i and I can 
pdfitively aifirm the firft w te a FaKbood : 
For , en the contrary , nothing is more 
certain, than that it requires greater Lay^- 
ings out, to be free of the Criticks Com- 
pany, than of any other yog can name. 
For, as to be a true Be^ar^ it will cofl tha 
richeft Candidate every Groat he is worth ; 
fo, before one can commence a True Crf-. 
tick^ it will coft a Mao all the good Qoa^ 
lities of his Mind ; Whichj -perhaps, lor a 
lefs Purchafe, would he thought bat an jrjf 
different Bargain, 

HAVING thus amply proved the An- 
dfloity oiCritktftn^ and defcribcd thePri-^ 
(nitive State of it ; I fiiail now examine the 
prefent Condition ofthis Empire, and Ihew

Now, whoerercon- 
fidcrs , that the Mirms of the Antienta 
were made of Brafs^ and Jine Mereuru^ 
may prcfently apply the two Principal 
Qualiiications ol a True Moitern Critick, 
and coniequentjy , mull needs conclude, 
that thefe have always been, and ratifl be 
for ever the lame. For, Brafs is an Em- 
blem of Duration, and when it ia smfnily 
burniSKd, will n&.RefiiSins from its 
own Stferfciei, uithout any Afiiltance of 
MercHry from behind. All the other Ta- 
lents of a Critkk will not require a 
particular Mentiqn, being indntwd, or 
eafily deduceable to thefe. However, |. 
fliall conclude with three Maxims, which 
may ferve both as CharaSerifiichs to 
diAinguilll a Tne Modern Critkk fronf 
a Pretender, and will be alio of admi- 
rable Ufe to tbofe worthy Spirits, who 
engage in f^ ufeful and hononrable an

THE 
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THEfirftis, That Critk'tfm, contrary 
to all other Faculties of. the Intelledt , 
is ever held the trueft and beft, when 
it is the very /r/? Refiilt of the Crh 
tkfcs Mind : As Fowlers reckon the firfl; 
aim for the fareft, and feldotn fail of 
inilung the Mark, if they flay not for a Se- 
cond. 

SECONDLY; TheTrueCriticksATti 
known by their Talent of f*arming a- 
boHt the- nobleft Writers, to which they 
are carried meerly by Inftinift, as a Rat 
to the beft Cheefe , or a VVafp to the 
faireft Fruit. So , when the King js a 
Horfe-bacfc, he is fure to be the dirtiefi 
Per&o of: the Company, and they that 
make their Court beft, are fuch as he- 
Jpatterhim moft. 

L A S T, L Y J A True Critick, in the Pcr- 
wftl of a Book, is like a Dog at a Feaft, 
whole Thoughts and Stomach are wholly 
fet upon what the Guefls jff/wg away, and 
conftquently, is apt to SMarl moft, when 
thcrcare the feweft Bones. 

THUS 
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THUS much, I think, is fufficientto 
ferve by way of Addrcfs to my Patrons^ 
the True Modern Criticks^ and may vciy 
well atone for my paft Silence, as well as 
That which I am like to obferve for the %.

A third Invention, was the Erring of 
a WhifperiHg-Office, for the Publick Good 
and Eafe of all fiich as are Hypochondria- 
cal, or troubled with the Cholick ; as 
likewift of all Eves-droppers, Pbyficians, 
Midwives, finall Politicians, Friends fallen 
out. Repeating Poets, Lovers Happy or in 
Delpair, Bawds, Privy-Counfel lours. Pages, 
Parafites and Bufibons ; In ttiort, of all mch 
asare in Danger of burding with too much 
Wind. An Afi'^ Head was placed Co con- 
veniently, that the Party affeded might 
eafily with his Mouth accoft either of the 
Animal's Ears ; which he was to apply 
clofe for a certain Space, and by a fugitive 
Faculty, peculiar to the Ears of that Ani- 
mal, receive immediate Benefit, either by 
Eructation, or Expiration, or Evomitlon.

Dcfited him to confider, that it was not their 
Bufinefs io form their Anions hy any Refie- 
Sion upon Peter V, hut hy ohferving the Rules 
prefer ihed in their Father's Will That he 
jbottld retnemher^ Pctec was ftill their Brother, 
whatever Faults or Injuries he had commit' 
ted ; and therefore they (hould hy all means 
avoid fuch a Thought, as that of taking 
Meafures for Good and Evil, from no other 
Rule, than of Off eft ion to him. That it 
was true, the Teftamtnt of their good Father 
vas very exoB in what related to the wear- 
ing of their Coats ; yet was it no Itjs penal 
and firiSf in frefcriUng Agreement, and 
Friendjhif, and Affe^ion between them. And 
therefore, if firaining a Point were at all 
difpenfahle, it would certainly he fo, rather 
to the Advance ofX^nity, than Jncreafe of 
Contradi£iig».

with his.- However, (tnce neither of thcfi: 
was likely to come ro paG, he thought 
fi< CO lend the whole Bufmefe anotbef 
Turn, and to drels up Neceflity into a 
Virtue. Thcrefoie, after % many of the 
Fox's Arguments, as he could mullcr.ap. 
for bringing Martin to Reafen, as be. caiuid 
ic$ or, as he meant ir, into his ownrag- 
gfd, bobtaiL'd Condition; and obfcrving 
he faid all co lude parpole ; what, alas, 
was left for cbe forlorn Jack ro do. but 
after a Million fif Scurrilitiet againfl lus 
Brotbcr.totun mad with Spleea,andSpigl>iv 
and Concradidioo.

Wd to pionpunce, the Example itfelf, a 
Corruption and Dcgensiacy of Taftc. 
They tell us, chat the Fafhion of jumbling 
fifty Thuigs together in a Dilh, was at 
fitft introduced In Compiiance co a de- 
praved and ileiauthed Appetite^ as well as 
CO a crazy Ccfiftitution ; And to fee a Man. 
hunting thro* an Ollio, after the Head end 
Brains o^ a Gotfe, a fVigeoit, or a WW- 
ceekf is a Sign, he wants a Stomach and 
Digeflion for more fubftantial Vi&ualt. 
Farther, they affirm, that Digre£i$HS \a a 
£ook> are like Fartin Troops in a State^ 
which argue the- Nation to wane a Heart 
and Hanas of its own, and often, either 
fithdueihe.

detate ^curfions, helping co advance or 
clear the main Defign. But with JCmid- 
kJge, it has &ced as with a numerous 
Army, encamped In a fruitful Country ; 
which for a few Days maintains it fcK 
by the ProduA of the Soyl it is on 5 
Till Provifions being fpent, they fend co 
forrage many a Mile, among Friends or 
Enemies it matters not. Mean while, 
the neighbouring Fields trampled and 
beaten down, become barren and dry* 
aflocding no Suftenaocd but Clouds of 
Duft.

Thos Human Life is beft under- 
flood by the wile man's Rule of Regar- 
ding the Endm Thus are the Sciences 
found like HercHles\ Oxen, by tracing 
tbem Backwards, Thus are old Sciences 
unravelled like eld Steckifgs, by beginniog 
jat the /^«0^. 
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B K s I p K S all this, the Armjr of the 
Sciences hath been of lace with a world 
pf Martial DilcipHne, drawn into its 
clofe Order, fo that a View, or a Mufter 
ni,ay be taken of it with abundance of 
Expedition.

THIS is what the Ade^ti underftand 
by their Animii Mundi^ that is to fay, the 
Spirit, or Brialh, or Wmd of the World : 
Or Examine the whole Syftem by the Par- 
ticulars of Nature, and you will find it 
not to be difputed. For, whether you 
pleafe to call the Forma irtformxns of Man, 
bytheNaroeof 5/<>««j, Ammis, Afflatus, 
or Atiimi ; what are all thefe , but (eve- 
ral Appellations for Wind'' which is the 
ruling Ele?umt in every Compound, and 
into 
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into which they all rtfolve upon their 
Corruption. Farther, what is Life itfelfj 
but as it is commonly called, the BreMth 
ofourNoltrils? Whence it is very jUftly 
obf^ved by Naturalifts, that iViad ffill 
continues of great Emolument in ceriam 
Myfieries not to be named, giving Occafion 
fgr thofe happy Epithets ol TurgUus^ and 
Jaflatusy apply'd either to the Emhtenfj or 
Recipient Organs* / 

BY what I have gathered out df an- 
tient Records, I find, the Compafs oftheif 
Doftrine took into two and thirty Points ; 
wherein it would be tedious to be very 
particulan However, afew oftheirmoft 
important Precepts, deducible from it, 
are by no means to be omitted ; among 
which the following Maxim was of much 
Weight ; Tliat fince iVind had the Mafter 
Share, as well as Operation in every Com- 
pound, by Confequence, thofe Beings muft 
be of chief Excellence, wherein that Pri^ 
wordirim appears molt prominently to a- 
bound ; and therefore, Man is in hlgheli 
Perfection of all created Things, as having 
by the great Bounty of Philolbphers, beeri 
endued with three diftintit Afuma's or 
tViads, to which the Sage .£f///^j, with 
1-3 ' much 
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much Liberality, have added a fourth, of 
equal Neceflity, as well as Ornament with 
the other three ; by this qaartam Primi- 
fium, taking in the four Corners of the 
world. Which gave Occafion to that Re- 
nowned ^^i^^/y?, Bamifaflus, of placing the 
Body of Man, in due poHtioa to the four 
Cardiad Points- 

IN Confequence of this, their next Prin- 
ciple was, that, Matt brings with him into 
the World a peculiar Portion, or Grain of 
Windj which may be called a QuintA effen- 
thj extrafted from the other four. This 
Quifttejfence is of Catholick 0fe upon all 
Emergencies of Life, is improveable into 
all Arts and Sciences, and may be won- 
derfully refined, as wellasenlai^ed by cer- 
tain Methods in Education. This, when 
hlown up to its Perfeftion , ought not to 
be covetoufly hoarded up, ftifled, or hid, 
under a Bulhel, but freely Communicated 
to Mankind. Upon thefe Reafons,. and 
others of equal Weight, rlie VH'ik jEoliftsy 
affirm the Gift of BELCHING, to be 
the nobleft Ad of a Rational Creatlire. 
To cultivate which Art, and render it 
more ferviceable to Mankind, they made 
Ufe of feveral Methods At certain Sea- 
for.s 
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fons of the Year , you might behold the 

Priefts amongft them in vaft Numbers, 
with their Mouths gaping wide agMnfi a 
Storm. At Other times were to be fecn 
feveral Hundreds link'd together in a cir- 
cular Chain, with every Man a Pair of 
Bellows applied to his Neighbour's Brcedj, 
by which they blew up each other to the 
Shape and Size of a Taw; and for that 
Reafon, with great Piopriety of Speech, 
did ufually call their Bodies, their Vejfeb. 
When, by thefe and the like Performances, 
they were grown fuificiently replete, ihey 
would immediately depart, and difem- 
bogue for the Publick Good , a plentiful 
Share of their Acquirements into their 
Difciples Chaps. For we muft here ob- 
ferve, that aU Learning was efteemcd a- 
mong them, to be compounded from the 
fame Principle. Eecaufe, Firft, it is gene- 
rally affirmed, orconfeis'd, that Learning 
faffith Men ttp: And Secondly, they pro? 
ved it by the following Syllogifm ; Words 
are but Wind; and Learning ii !7othitjgbaf 
Words -y Ergo, Learning u mthivg hut IViad^ 
For this Reafon, the Philofophcis among 
them, did in their Schools, daliver to 
their Pupils, all their Doctrines and Opi- 
nions by Erncfadon^ wJierein they had 
L 3 ' acquired 

CnoyL 
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acquired a wonderful Eloquence, and of 
incredible Variety. But the great Chara^ 
fteriftick, by which their chief Sages 
were beft diftiaguilhed, was a certain 
Pofition of Countenance, which gave un- 
doubted Intelligence to what Degree or 
Proportion, the Spirit agitated the in-, 
ward Ma(s. For, after certain Gripings, 
the fViad and Vapours ifluing forth ; ha^ 
ving firft by their Turbulence and Con- 
vulfions within, caufed an Eartliquake in 
M^'s little World ; diflorted the Moutli, 
bloated the Cheeks, and gave the Eyes 
a terrible kind of Relievo. At which Jun- 
flurcs, all tlieir Belches were received for 
Sacred, the Sourer the better, and fwaU 
lowed with infinite Confolation by their 
meager Devotees- And to render thefe 
yet more corapleat, becaufe the Breath of 
Man's Life is in his Noftrils, therefore, 
thephoiceft, pioft edifying, and moil en-r 
livening Belches , were very wifely con- 
veyed thro* that Vehicle, to give them a, 
Tinflureasthey palTed. ' 

THEIR Gods were the four IVmds, 
whom they worfhipped, as the Spirits that 

fiervade and enliven the Univerfe, and a^ 
_ hqfe from whom alone all iKjpir-jtio/j can 
properly 
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properly be faid to proceed. However, 
the Chief of thefe , to whom they per- 
formed the Adoration of L^AtrU, was the 
^imighty North. An Antient Deity, whom 
the Inhabitants o^ Megttlofolis in Greece, had 
likewifcinhigheftReverence. ,„ ^ ,0 
* Omnium deorum Boream ma- * ' ' * 
xsme eeiehrartt. This God, tho' endued 
■with Ubiquity., was yet fuppofed by the 
profounder Molifisy to poffefs one pecu- 
liar Habitation, or (tofpeak in Form) a 
Calam Empyr^am^ wherein he was more 
intimately prefcnt. This was lituated in 
a certain Region, well knowa to the An- 
tient Greeks:, by them called, skoti'*, or 
the Land cf Dsrknefs. And akho' many 
Controverfies have arifen upon that Mat- 
ter ; yet jb much is undifputed, that from 
a Region of the like DsmminAtion y the 
moft refined jEolijls have borrowed their 
Original, from whence, in every Age, the 
zealous among their PrieAhood, have 
brought over their choifelt Iffpiratiott , 
fetching it wich their own Hands, from 
the Fountain Head, in certain EUdders^ 
and difploding ic among the Seftaries in 
all Nations, who did, and do, and ever 
will, daily Galp and Pant after it, 

L 4 NOW 
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NOW, their Myfteries and Rites w«re 
performed in this Manner, 'Tis weilknown 
among the Learned, that the Virtuofo's 
of formei- Ages, had a Contrivance for 
carrying and preferving tVinds in Casks 
or Barrels, which was of great Affiftance 
upon long Sea Voyages ; and the Lofs 
of fo uieful an Art at prefent, is very 
much to be lamented, the* I know not 
how, with gnpat Negligence omitted by 
PattciroBus. It was an Invention afcribed 
to jEoltts himfelf , from whom this Seft 
is denominated, and who in Honour of 
their Founder's Memory, have to this Day 
preferved great Numbers of thofe Barreit, 
whereof they fix one in each of their 
Temples, firft beating out the Top. Into ' 
%\ns B^irrelj upon Solemn Days, the Prieft 
enters; where, having before duly pre- 
pared himfelf by the Methods already de- 
fcribed, a fecret Funnel is alfo convey'd 
from his Poileriors, to the Bottom of the 
Barrel, which admits new Supplies of In- 
fpirationfroma A'br//'fr» Chink or Crany. 
Whereupon, You behold him fwell im^ 
jnediateiy tq the Shape and Size of his 
Fejjel. In this Pofture he difembogucs 
whole Tempefts upon j^is Auditory, as 

[3.1: awGoOtjIt^ 
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the Spirit from beneath gives hihi Utte- 
rance; which iffuing ex adytis, and pern- 
trdiifuSj is not performed without much 
Pain andGripings. And thelf'wrfin break- 
ing forth, deals with his Face, as it does 
with that of the Sea ; firfl; hUckmug, then 
wrinklings and at laft, hurfitng it into 4- 
Vodm, It is in this Guife, the Sacred 
Molifi deUvers his oracular BeUfres to his 
panting Difdples ; Of whom, fome are 
greedily gaping after the fanitified Breath; 
others are all tlie while hymning out the 
Praifes of the Win4s\ and gently wafted 
to and fro by their owji Humming, do 
thus' reprefent the foft Breezes of their 
Deities aippeafed, 

I T is from this Cuftom of the PrJefts, 
thatfome Authors maintain thefc y£c//5?J, 
to have been very ancient in the World. 
Becaufe, the Delivery of their Myfteries, 
which I have jurt now mentioned, appears 
exaftly the fame with that of other An- 
tient Oracles, whpfe Infpirations were ow- 
ing to certain (ubterraneous Effluviums qf 
■Windj delivered with the fame Pain to t!ip 
Prieft, and. much about the jime Influ- 
ence on the People. It is true indeed, 
fhat thcf? \ver9 frequently managed and 
dire^ec^ 
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dire^ed by Female Officers, whole Organ* 

were underftood to be better difpofed for 
the AdoiiHion of thofe Oracular Gufisj as 
cntring and paffing up thro' a Receptacle 
of greater Capacity, and caufing alfo a Pru- 
riency by the Way, fuch as with due Ma- 
nagement, hath been refined from Carnal, 
into a Spiritual Extafie. And toftrengthea 
this profound Conjefture,it is further infift- 
ed, that this Cuftom o^Femde Priefts is fospc 
up ftill in certain refined Colleges of our 
Modern Molifis^ who are agreed to receive 
their Infpiration, derived thro' the Recepta- 
cle aforefaid, like their Anceftors, the Sibyls. 

AND, whereas the mind of Man, when 
he gives the Spur and Bridle to his 
Thoughts, doth never ftop, but naturally 
Allies out into both extreams of High 
and Low, of Good and Evil ; His firft 
Flight of Fancy, commonly transports Him 
to Idea's of what is moft Pcrfeft, Hniflicd, 
and exalted \ till having {bared out of his 
pwn Reach and Sight, net well perceiv- 
ing how near the Frontiers of Height 
and Depth, border upon each other; With 
the fame Courfe and Wing, he falls down 
plum into the loweft Bottom of Things; 
fike one who travels (he £«/?into the Ife^ \ 
ox

OP like a ftrait Line drawn by its own 
Length into a Circle, Whether a Tin^ 
fture of Malice in our Natures, mafccs^us' 
fond of furnilhing every bright Idea with 
its Reverfe ; Or, whether Reafbn refleft- 
ing upon the Sum of Things^ can, like tlw 
Sun, ferve only to enlighten one half of 
the Globe, leaving the other half, by Ne- 
ceflity, under Shade and Darknefs: Or; 
whether Fancy, flying up to the Imagina- 
tion of what is Higheft and Beft, becomes 
over-fliort, and fpent, and weary, and fiid- 
denly falls like a dead Bird of Paiadife, 
to the Ground. Or, whether after all 
thefe Metapffyjical Conjectures, I have not 
-entirely mifl"ed the true Reafon ; The Pro^ ' 
pofition, however, which hath flood me 
in fo much Circumftance, is altogether 
true ; That, as the moft unciviliz'd Parts 
of Mankind, have Ibme way or other, 
climbed up into the Conception of a God^ 
or Supream Power, fo they have feldorxi 
forgot to provide their Fears with certain 
ghaftly Notions, which inftead of better, 
have ferved them pretty tolerably for ^ 
Devii. And this Proceeding feems to be 
natural enough ; For it is with Men, 
whofe Imagination^ are lifted up very 
Jiigh, after th? fame Rate, as with thofe, 
\Vliore' 
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whole Bodies are fo; tbac, as they arc 
delighted with the Advantage of a near- 
er Contemplation upwards, io th^ are e- 
quaHy terriBed with tlie diimal Frofpe^l: | 
of the Precipice below. Thus, in the ( 
Choice of a Devil^ it hath been the j 
ufual Method of Mankind, to fingle out 
fome Being, either in Act, or in Vifion, l 
which was in moll Antipathy to the God I 
they had framed- Thus alio the Se£i of ' 
jfio/f/?^, poffefled thcmfelves with a Dread, 
and Horror, and Hatred of two Malig- 
nant Natures, betwixt whom, and the 
Deities they adored, perpetual Enmity ' 
was eftabliOied. The firft of thefe, was 
the Came/ioK fworn Foe to Jxijpirdtioiif who \ 
in Scorn, devoured large InBuences of 
their God, without refunding the fmalleft 
Blaft by EruStation. The other was a huge 
terrible Monger, called A^aUfiAvent^ who 
with four ftrong Arms, waged eternal 
Battel with all their Divinities, dextrou- 
(ly turning to avoid their Blows, and re- 
pay them with Intereft, 

THUS furniflit, and fet out with Gods^ 

as well as Drf ;7j, was the renowned Se£t 

of Mollfis \ which makes at this Day fo 

illitftrious a Figure in the World, and 

wliereof 
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whereof, that Polite Nation of Lapianders^ 
are beyond all Doubt, a moft Authentick 
Branch j Of whom, I therefore cannot, 
without Injuftice, here omit to make ho- 
nourable Mention ; fince they appear to 
be fo clofeiy allied in Point of Interefl:, 
as well as Inclinations, with their Brother 
jEolifis among Us, as not * only to buy 
their Winds by wholefale from the/iBwp 
Merchants, but alfo to retail them after 
the fame Rate and Method, and to Cu-, 
Vomers much alike. 

NOW, whether the Syftem here de- 
livered, wds wholly compiled by '^nckj 
or, as fome Writers believe, rather co- 
pied from the Original at DelphoSy with 
certain Additions and Emendations fuit- 
ed to Times and Circumftances, I fliall 
not abfolutely determine. This I may 
affirm, that Jack gave it at leaft a new 
Turn, and formed it into the fame 
Drefs and Model, as it lies deduced by 
me. 

I have long fought after this Oppor- 
tunity, of doing Jullice to a Society of 
Men, for whom I have a peculiar Ho- 
nour,

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nor, and whofc Opinions, as well as Pra- 
ftices, have been extremely mifreprefeot- 
cd, and traduced by the Malice or Igno- 
rance of their Adverfaries.

NO R fhall it any ways detraft 
from the juft Reputation of 
this famous Seft, that ifs Rife 
and Inftitution are owing to fuch an 
Author as I have defcribed Jack to be ; 
A Perfon whofe Intelleftuals were over- 
turned and his Brain fliaken out of his Na- 
tural Pofition"; which we commonly fup- 
pofc to be a Diftemper, and call bj» the 
Name of Muditefs or Phrenzy. For, if we 
take a Survey of the greateft Aftlons that 
have been peiformed in the World, under 
the Influence of Single Men ; which are, 
• The Efiiblifhrnent of Netv Empires Irf Cob- 
quefi; The Advance aad frogrefs of Nem 
Schemes in Vhilofo^hj \ dud the contriving, 
ts well »s the frofitgating of New Religioffs : 
We fhall find tlie Authors of them all, to 
have been Perfons, whofe natural Reafon 
hath admitted great Revolutions from 
tlieir Dyec, -their Education, the Pre- 
valsncy 
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valency of fomc certain Temper, together 
with the pamcular Influence of Air and 
Climate. Befides, there is Ibmething In- 
dividual in human Minds, chat eafily kin- 
dles at the accidental Approach and Col- 
lifion of certain Circumftances, which tho' 
of paltry and mean Appearance, do often 
flame out into the grcateft Emergencies of 
Life. For, great Turns are not always 
given by ftrong Hands, but by lucky A- 
daption, and at proper Seafons ; and it is 
of no import, where the Fire was kindledj 
if the Vapor has once got up into the 
Brain. For, the upper Region of Man,- is 
furnifhed like the middle Region of the 
Air ; The Materials are formed from 
Cat-ifes of the wideft Difference, yet pro* 
duce at laft the fame Subftance and Effeft- 
Mifts arife from the Earth, Steams from 
Dunghils, Exhalations from the Sea, and 
Smoak from Fire ; yet all Clouds are the 
fame in Compofition, as well as Confe- 
quences : and the Fumes iifuing from a 
Jakes, will furnifh as comely and ufeful 
a Vapor, as Incenfe from an Altar. Thus 
far, I fuppofe, will eafily be granted me: 
And then it will follow; that as the Face 
of Nature never produces Rain, butvvhen 
it is overcaft and diilurbed ; fo Human 
Under- 
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Underftanding, feated in the Briin, muft 
be troubled and overfpread by VapourSj 
afcending from the lower I^culties, to 
water the Invention, and render it fruit- 
ful. Now, dltho' thefe Vapours (as it hath 
been already faid) are of as various Qfi- 
ginal, asthofe of the Skies, j^et the Crop 
they produce, differs both in Kind and 
Degree, meerly according to the Soil. I 
will produce two Inftances to prove and 
Explain what I am now advancing^ , .. 

A certain Great Prince raifed a m^hty 
Army, filled his Coffers with infinite "D-ea- 
fures, provided an invincible Fleet; and. 
all this, without giving the leaft Part of 
his Defign to his greatelt Minifters, or his- 
iiearefi Favouritesj Immediately the whole 
World was alarmed; the neighbouring 
Crownsjin trembling Expeftation, towards 
<vhat Point the Storm would burit; the 
fmall Politicians, every where forming prlj-" 
found Conjedurcs, Some believed hehad 
laid a Scheme for Univerfal Monarchy: O- 
thers, after mucli Infigbr, determined the 
Matter to be a Projett for pulling down 
the Py/'f,and fetcing up the Reformed Religi- 
on, wliicii had once been his own. Some, 
again, of a deeper Sagacity, fent him into 
M AfiA 
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jtfis to fubduc the Turky and recover P*- 
lifiijie. In the midft of all thefe Projefts 
and Preparations ; a certain State^urgeoa, 
gathering the Nature of the Dileafe by 
thefe Symptoms, attempted the Cure, at 
o«e Blow performed the Operation, broke 
the Bag, and out flew the Fd^our ; nor did 
any thing want to render it a compleat 
Kemedy, only, thattbeFrince unfortunate- 
^ hapi>ened to Die in the Performance. 
Now, is the Reader exceeding curious to 
learn, from whence this Fapour took its 
Rife, which had fo long fet the Nations at 
aGaze? Wha^feaet Wheel, what hidden 
Spring could put into Motion fo wonder- 
ful an Engine? It was" afterwards diico- 
vered, that the Movement of this whole 
Machine had been dire6:ed by an abfent 
Fenuky wbofe Eyes had raifcd a Protu- 
berancy, and before Emiffion, flie was re- 
moved into an Enemy's Country, What 
fhould an unhappy Prince do in fuch tick- 
lilh . Grcumftances as thefe? He tried in 
vainthePoet'snever-failingReceipt oiCor- 
^ert qu^eque -J For, 

Idque petit corpus mens unde efi fnucU 

dfoore J 
Vffdefcritar, to tendit, seflitai eoire, Lucr. 
HAVING 
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HAVING to no purpofe ufed all peaces 
able Endeavors, the coUefted part of the 
Scmea, raifed and enflamed, became adult, 
converted to Cholcr, turned head upon 
the fpinal Duft, and afceoded to the Brain. 
The very fame Principle that influences a 
BuUr to break the Windows of a Whore, 
who has jilted him, naturally ftirs up 4 
Great Prince to raife mighty Armies, and 
dream of nothing but Sieges. Battles, and 
Viiflories.

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THE other loftance is, what I hav« 
read foraewhere, in a very antient Au- 
thor, of a Mighty King, who for the 
fpace of above thirty Years, amufed him- 
(elf to take and loofe Towns ; beat Ar- 
mies, and be beaten; drive Princes out 
of their Dominions; fright Children from 
their Bread and Butter; burn, lay ivafte, 
plunder, dragoon, maflacre, Subjeft and 
Stranger, Fneiid and Foe, Male and Fc ' 
male. 'Tis recorded, that the Philofophei s 
of each Country were in grave Difpiite, 
upon Caufes Natural, Moral, and Poli- 
M I litiial) 
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tical, to find out where they niould afiiga 
an original Solution of this Vhtsnomenon. 
Ax. laft the Vapor or Spirity which ajiima- 
ted tlie Hero's Brain, being in perpetual 
Circulation, feized upon that Region of 
Human Body, forenown'd for furniOiing 
the Z^etA Occidenulu^ and gathering there 
into a Tumor, left the reft to the World 
for that Time in Peace. Of fiich mighty 
Confet^uence it is, where thofc Exhalati- 
oas6x; and of fo little, from whence they 
proceed. The fame Spirits which in their 
iuperior Progrefs would conquer a King- 
dom, defcendSlg upon the Anus, conclude 
in a FiftuU- 

LET us next examine the great In- 
troducers of new Schemes in Philofo- 
pliy, and fearch till we can fiad, from 
what Faculty of the Soul the Diipofition 
afifes in mortal Man , of taking it into 
his Head , to advance new Syftems 
with fuch an eager Zeal, in Things a- 
greed on all hands impoffible to be 
Icnciwh": from wliat Seeds this Difpofi- 
tioh, forings, and fo what Quality of hu- 
man J^ature thefe Grand Innovator have 
beeh; indebted for their >Jumbcr of Dif- 
ciples. Becaufe, it is -plain, -that feverai 
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of the chief among them, both Jntieitt 
and Modern^ were ufually miftaken by 
their Adverfaries, and indeed, by ail, ex- 
cept their own Followers , to have been 
Perfons crazed, or out of their Wits, ha- 
ving generally proceeded in the com- 
mon Courfe of cheir Words and Aftions, 
by a Method very different from the 
vulgar Diftates of ttnrs^nei Reafon : 
agreeing for the moft Part in their feve- 
ral Models, with their prefent undoubted 
Succeffors in the JcaJemy of Modern Bed- 
Um ( whofe Merits and Principles I fhall 
further examine in due PlaceJ Of tliis 
Kind were Epicurus^ Diogems, Apollariius^ 
LucraiuSj Paracelffis , Des Cartes, -and 0- 
thers ; who , if rhey were now in the 
World, tied fafl:, and feparate from tlieir 
Followers, would in this our- imd-rttin- 
guiihing Age. incur manifeft Danger of 
Phlebotomy J and Whips , and ChahiSy and 
dark Chambers^ and Straw. For, what Man 
in the natural State, or Courfe of Tliink- 
ing, did ever conceive ic in his Po-ivcr, to 
reduce the Notions of all Mankind, ex-' 
a£ily to the fartip Length, and Ul'eadth, 
and Heigluh ot hit own ? Yet this is the 
■firft himibip and civil Defigri of all-inao- 
vatqrs in t!ie Empire of Realbn- f >;wr*j, 
' M J modeltly 
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modeftly hoped, that one Time or other, 
a certain Fortuitous Coac»ur(e of all Mens 
Opinions, after perpetual Jufllings, tlip 
Sharp with the Smooth, tlie Light and thf; 
Heavy, the Round apd the Square, would 
by certain Clptamina, unite in the Notions 
01 Atoms and yoidy as thefe did in the Ori- 
ginals of all Things- Csrtefius reckoned 
to fee before he died, the Sentiments of 
all Philolbphers, like fo many lelTer Stars 
in his ^oMaafick Syftcni, rapt and drawn 
within his own Fartex. Now, I would 
gladly be informed, how it is poflihle 
to account for fuch Imaginations as thefe 
in particular Men, without Recourfc to 
my Phtencimeaon oi y^forij afcending from 
the lower Faculties to over-fliadow the 
Brain, and th^ir diftjUing into Concep- 
tions,, for \vhich the Natfownefs of our 
Mother-Tongue has not yet aiHgned any 
pther Name, befides that of M*dnefs or 
fhrenz.). Let US therefore now conj^uro 
how it comes topaft, that none of thefe 
great Prefcribers , do pvcr fail providing 
themfelves and thpir >Jotions, witli a 
Number of implicite DilcJples. And, I 
think, the Reaion is eafip to beaffigned: 
For, there is a peculiar AVr/>^ in the Har- 
mony of Hutnan Ujiderftanding, which in 
feyera( 
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feveral individuals is exactly of the &ffle 
Tuning. This, if you can dexteroufly 
fcrew up to its right Key, and then ftrike 
gently upon it ; Whenever you have cfae 
Good Fortune to light among (hole of the 
fame Pitch, thCT will by a lecret neccfla- 
ry Sympathy, ftrike exa^ly at the Qme 
Time. And in this one Circumftance, lies 
all the Skill or Luck of the Matter ; for if 
you chance to jar the String among thole 
who are either above or below yo^r own 
Height, inftead of fubfcribing to yourDo- 
ftrine, they will tie ^'ou faft, call you 
Mad, and feed you with Bread and Wa- 
ter. It is therefore a Point of the niceft 
Condu£^ to diilinguifh and adapt this 
noble Talent, with refpeft to the Diffe- 
rence? of Perfons and of Times. Cicero 
underftood this very well, when writing 
to a Friend in Englasd^ with a Caution, 
among o.lier Matters, to beware of be- 
ing cheated by 0\1V Mackney-CoJchmen f'who, 
it feems, in thole Days, were as airanf 
Rafcals as they are now ) has 
thcfe remarkable Words. *£/? pl^^^jf^ji 
quod gtadeds te in ifta Iqca 
i/eniffe, ahi aliju/ii fipere viderere. For, to 
fpeak a bold Truth , it is a fatal Mif- 
farriage, fo ill to order Affairs, as to pus 
M 4 for 
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foraF(>i>/inoneCompany,when in another 
you might be treated as a Philop^her, 
Which I de&cc fime eerriM Gentlemen of 
mjf AcquAinUnce, to lay up in their Hearts, 
as a very feafonable laauen^. 

THIS, indeed, was the Fatal Miftakc 
pf that worthy Gentleman, my moft in- 
genious Friend, Mr. W-tt-ofi : A Perfon, iq, 
appearance ordain'd for great Defigns, as 
well as Performances; whether you will 
confider bis Notions or his Ljoks. Surely, 
no Man evgr advanced into the Publick, 
with fitter Qualifications of Body and 
. Mind, for the Propagation of a new Reli- 
gion. Oh, had thofe happy Talents mii^ 
applied to vain Fhilofophy, been turned 
into their proper Channels of Dreams and 
Fifionsy where Difiortion of Mind and 
Countenance, are of fuch Sovereign Ufe ; 
the bafe detrafting World would not then 
have dared to report, that fomethipg is a* 
mifs, that bis Brain hath undergone an uq- 
jucky Shake ; which even his Brother il^ 
<ifr»/tf J themfelves, UkeUngrates, dowhi- 
fperio loiid, tliat it reaches up to the very 
parret I am now writing in.

iumenc, is a Tinfture of this Vapor^ whicii 
the World calls Madnefs^ that without its 
Help, the World would not only be de- 
prived of thofe two great Bleflings, Co»- 
qaefis and SjfiemSy but even all Mankind 
would unhappily be reduced to the fame 
Belief in Things Invifible.

But when a Man*s Fancy ^ts ajlriide on 
his Realbn, when Imagination is at Cuffs 
with the Senfes, and common Undcrftan- 
ding, as well as common Senfe^ is kickc 
out of Doors; thefirftProfetyte he makes, 
is Himfelf, and when that is once com- 
pafs'd, the Difficulty is not fo great in 
bringing over others ; A ftrong Delufion 
always operating from without, as vigo- 
rpufly as from rvithia. For, Cant and 
Vifion are to the Ear and the Eye, the 
fame that Tickling is to the Touch. Thofe 
Entertainments and Fleafures we moft va- 
lue in Life, are fuch as Dufe and ptay the 
Wag with the Senfes. For, if we takean 
Examination of what is generally under- 
l^ood by Hapfinefs, as it has Rcfpeft, either 
to the Underftanding or the Senfes , we 
Ihall find all its Prop(;rties and Adjun8;s^ 
will herd under this flibrt Definition; 
rfhat^ ft is a perptir/iilfojffffon efkeiKg welk 
Peeeiveei 
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Deceived, And firft, with Relation to 
the Mind or Underllanding ; 'tis manlfeft, 
what mighty Advantages Fiftion has over 
Truth; and the Reafon is jull at our El- 
bow ; becaufe Imagination can build nobler 
Scenes, and produce more wonderful Re- 
volutions than Fortune or Nature will be 
at £xpence to furniCb. Nor is Mankind 
ib much to blame in his Choice, thus de- 
termining him, if we confiderthat the De- 
bate iheerly lies between Things paji, and 
Thi/tgs eoiteeh/ed ; and fo the Queltion is 
only this ; Whether Things that have Pface 
in the Imagiaatimj may not as properly be 
faid to ExiJ}y as thofe that are feated in 
the Memory ; which may be juftly held in 
the Affirmative, and very much to the Ad- 
vantage of the former, fince This is ac- 
knowledged to be the Womh of Things, 
and the other allowed to be no more 
than the Grave. Again, if we take this 
Definition of Happine(s,'and examine ic 
with Refereocs to the Senfcs, it will be ac- 
knowledged wonderfully adapt. How fa- 
d Jngand infipid do all Objefts accpft vs. that 
are not convey'd in the Vehicle o( Deittr 
Jioa? How fhrunk is every Thing, as it 
appears in the Glafs of Nature ? lo, that 
if it were-not for the Afliltance oP ArtifiT 
ciai

Sal Mediums, falfe Lights, refraSed An- 
gles, Varnifh, andTinlcl ; there would be 
a mighty Level in the Felicity and Eajoy- 
ments of Mortal Men. If this were ferU 
oufly confidcred by the World, as- 1 have 
a certain Reafon to fufpefl; it hardly will ; 
Men would no longer reckon amon^ their

For, if the only flitting of one Ear in a 
Stag, hach been foui-rd fufficient co pro- 
pagate the Defedl thro' a whole Foreft; 
P Why 
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Why fliould we wonder at the gie^^ft 
Confcqueoces , from fo many Loppings 
and Mutilations, to which the Ears of 
our Fathers and our own, have . been of 
I6tc (b much expoled : 'Tis true, indeed, 
that while this IJUnd of, o\xrs. Was uiider 
the Deminien of Grace, many Endeavours 
were made to improve the Growth of ' 
Ears once more among us. The Pro- 
portion of Largenefs, was not imlj loofct 
upon as an Ornament of the Outward 
Man, but as a Type of Grace in the. 
Inward. Befides, it is held by Naturalifls, 
that if there be a Protaberancy of Parts 
in the Suferiour Region of the fiody, as 
in the Ears and Nofe, there mud be a

on (Udi as difcovered theJargell Eitn, tliat 
the Bcfed might not dwindle between 
them. Laftly, the devouter Sifters, who 
lookt upon all extraordinary Dilatations of 
that Member, as Pjotrufions of Zeal, or 
fpiricual Excrefccncies, were fiire to honor 
every Head they fat upon, as if th?y had 
been eleven Tongues ; but,, efpecially, that 
of the Preaclier, wHofe £i/-j were ufually

Tops of the Hill ParMjfut; the higheft 
fad largeft of which, bad if iecms. bepa 
cioie out of Mind, in quiet Poi&l^on of 
^^rtain Tenants, call'd the Jutiertts ; And 
the Qcbet was held by the Aio4'ri*s- But. 
thefe difiikjng their pcefcnt Station, feat. 
certain Ambafladors to the Patients, cpm- 
ptaioiDg of a great Nuil&nce. boi9% the. 
Heighc of diat Part of Farna^us, quite 
fpoiled the Profpet^ of theirs, e^cially 
towards the Eafl ; and therefore, to avoid 
jk War, ofieroi them the Choice of this 
[Alternative ; cither that the Atttie/tts would 
v^eafe to remove thepiielves and their E& 
psOs down to the lower Summit, whic&. 
ithc /Vfirnrj would graciouilyfurreiHlcr tc^. 
them, and advance in their placet ofelfe, 
jthat the laid Ai^itnu wiU give l^aTQ to 
fhe MoJertis to come with Shovels and 
Mattocks, and level the faid Hill, as loW' 
jis they fliali think it convenient. Ta 
jvhich, die Antitnts made Anfwcr; How. 
attic they cxpeiacd fuch a Meflage a$ this, 
jfrotp a Cplonyi whom tjicy faad.adptittc^ 
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outofchcii own Free Orace, to To neara 
Neighbourhood. That, as to thbir own 
Scat, : they- were Ahrigines of it, and there- 
fore, to talk with Them of a Removal or 
Surrender, was a Language they did not 
undecftand. That, if the Height of the 
Hill, on their fide, ftiortncd the Profpe<a 
of the Mo4trns, it was a Di&dyantage' 
they could not help, but defired them to 
confider, whether that Injury (if it be 
?ny) were not largely recompenced by 
the Shde and Shelter it aflbrded them. 
Thxc, as to levelling or digging down, 
it was either FoUy or Ignorance to pror 
pofe it, if they did, or did not know, 
how that fide of the Hill was an entire 
Rock, which would break their Tools 
and Hearts; without any Damage to it 
feU! That they would therefore adviCb; 
the ModtrnSf rather co raife their own fide 
of the Hill, than dreiam of pulling down 
that of the Antitnts, to the former of 
which, they would not only give Licence, 
but al(b largely contribute. All this was 
tejefled by the Moderns, with much lii- 
(Ugnation, who ftill infificd upon one of 
the.. two Expedients; And lb this Di^- 
rence broke out into a long and obftinate 
^i^, maintained on (he one Part, by Re- 
' iblution. 
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folution, and V ^^^ Courage of cenaia 
Leaders and Allies ; but, on the other, 
by the greatne{s of their Number, upon 
all Defeats, afTording continual Recruits. 
Tn this Quarrel, whole Rivulets of /nk 
have been exhauftcd, and the Virulence 
of both Panies cnormouny augmented. 
Now, it mu(t here be under(l<^, that 
lak is the great midive Weapon, in all 
Battels of the Ltimedt which, convey*d 
thro' a tort of Engine, call'd a ^ill, in- 
finite Numbers of thefe are darted at the 
Enemy, by the Valiant on each fide, with 
equal Skill and Violence, as if it were an 
Engagement of Porcupines. This malig- 
riant Liquor was compounded by the En- 
gineer, who invented it, of two Ingredi- 
ents, which are GaU and Copperas, by its 
Bitterne(s and Venom, to Suit in A)nie 
Degree, as well as to Foment the Genius 
of the Combatants. And as the Grecians, 
after an Engagement, when chey could 
riot 4g-«f about the Vi<aory, were wont 
CO fct up Trophies on both fides, the 
beaten Party being content to be at the 
fame Expence, to keep it felf in Coun- 
tenance ( A laudable and antient Cudom, 
happily revived of late, in the Art of War) 
fp the Learned, after a Iharp and bloody 
Difpuce, 
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DUpuce, do on both Tides hang out tfacir 
Trophies too, which-ever comes by the 
wotft. Xhefe Tiopbtes have ia^ly m- 
Icribed on them the Merits of the Oufe; 
a full impartial Account of fuch a Battel, 
and how the Vidory fell clearly to the 
Party that fee them up. They are ktxnm 
re the World under (evcrai Names ; As. 
Difp»teSt Arguments, Rejojndtrs, Brief Ct9- 
fiJeratiom, Anfwtrs, Replies, Remarks, R^c 
xient, OhjeHitns, Ctnfutatitns. For a very 
few Days they are fixe up in all PuUick 
Places, either by themfelves . ^^ 

or their * Reprcftntativcs, for p^^,,. 
Palleagers to gaze at : From 
whence the cluefeft and largeft are remo> 
ved to certain Magazines, they call, JLr- 
hraries, there to remain in a Quarter pur* 
poCely afTign'd them, and from thenoc^ 
forth, begin to be called, Bocis ef Cen- 
troverjie. 

' Ik thefe Books, is wonderfully tnlftilled 
and preferved, the Spirit of each Warrier, 
while he is alive; and after his Death. 
his Soul tranfmigrates there, to inform 
them. This, at leaft, is the more com- 
mon Opinion ; But. I believe, it is with 
libraries, as wfth other Cemeteries, where 
'• ' fome 
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fome PhUofophecs affirm, that a cen^tL 
Spirit, whidi they call, Brjitnn hamm, 
hovers over the MonuqieaC, till the Bodf 
is corrupted, and euros to Dufi, at to 
Warms % but then vaaiifaes or diflblves: 
So, we may iay> a roftlcfs Spirit haunts 
over every BaoK till Dmfi or Wtrm have 
&ized upon ic ; which co (bme, tovf. 
happen in a few Days, tmt to others, la- 
ter ; And therefore, B&oks of Contiovertie. 
being of all others, haunted by. the tocSt, 
dilbrderly Spirits, hare always been coo' 
fined in a feparate Lodge from the t^ ; 
and for fear of mutual Violence againft 
each other, ic was thought Prudent \fj 
our Anceftivs, to bind them to the Ptace- 
with (ttong Iron Chains. Of which lor 
ventj^oii, the original Occafton was this : 
When the Works of Scorn firft came out, 
they were carried to a cetcaia great \^ 
brary, and had Lodgings appointed them ; 
Eut this Author was no fooner iettled, 
than he went to vifit his Maftet ArifiptUt 
and there bcsh concerted tngecher to ieize 
Pisto by main Force, and turn him out 
from his ancient Station among the pi- 
ffims, where he had peaceably dwelt near, 
Eight Hundred Years. The Attempt luc- 
peeded, and the two Ufivpeirs have tcignoi 
ever 
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ever fifuc in his Head ; But to maiotaiit 
^uec for the future, it \»s decreed, that 
aU fcUmickj of the larger Size, ihould be 
held M with a Chain. 

By this Expedient, the publick Peace 
of LUiraiies, aiighc certainly have been 
pEcfefved, if a new 5pecics of contco- 
Tcriial Books had not arofe of lace Years^ 
infiinA wuh a moft malignant Spirit, from, 
fbe War above-mentioned, between the 
Ltarmdt aboac the higher Stimmicy of 

When chefi Books were firll: ad- 
minod inco the Pubiick libraries, I re- 
member to have faid upon Occafion, to 
feveral Perlbns concerned, how I was. 
fwe, they woald create Broils where- 
ever tbey came, unle(s a World of Care 
were cakoi; And therefore, I advifed, 
dMc the Champions of each fide Ibould 
be coupled together, or otherwife mixt, 
chat like the bknding of contraiy Poifons; 
rheir A&Iignity might be employ'd a- 
moog themfelres. And it fcems, I was 
neither an \\\ Prophet, noc an ill Conn* 
£sUor; for it was notbiag ejfe but the 
Negtet^ of this CautioD, wfaicb gave Oc« 
caiioa 
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caficm CO the terrible Fight that happened^ 
cm FritUy lad: between the Aatient aad 
Mltiern Books in the King's Ubrsry. Now, 
becaufe the Talk of this Batcel is fo frefh. 
in every body's Mouth, and the Expe- 
dation of the Town fb great to be in- 
Ibnned in the Particulars ; I, being pol^ 
fefled of all Qualificartons requifite in an 
Si^orUn, and retained by neither E^rty ; 
have refolvcd to comply with die urgcoc 
Afferttmitj ofmj Friends^ by writing dowa 
a foil impartial Accouoc thcreo£ 

The Guardian of the Regal IJhrirj, a 
Perfbn of great- Valor, but chiefly renown- 
ed, for his Hnmantpf, had been a fierce 
Champion for the Moderns^ and in an £n- 
gagenKOt upon Parnajfus, had vowed, with 
his own Hands, to knock down two of 
the Aotient Chiefs, who guarded a Imall 
Pafs on the fuperioc Rock ; but en- 
deavouring CO climb up, was cruelly ,ob* 
ftiuded by his own unhappy Weight; 
and tendency towards his Center ; a Qua- 
lity, to which, chofe of the Mtdtrn Party, 
arc cxtream fubjed ; J^or, being light- 
headed, they have in Speculation, a won- 
derful Agility, and conceive nothing coa 
high ifx them to mount;. Ixit in. reditir 
' cing 
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cing to Pradice. difcover, a mighty Prci^ 
fure about theii Poflccioxs . and their 
Heels. Having thus &iled in his De- 
sign, the difappoinced Champion bore 
a cruel Rancour to the Antients, which 
he refblved co graciiie^ by Ihewing aU 
Marks of his Favor co the Books of 
their Advcrlaries, and lodging them in 
the Etireft Apartments; when at. the, 
fame time, whatever Book had the Bold' 
nefs to own it Ceif for an Advocate of 
the Antients, was buried alive in fome 
obfcure Corner, and thteatned upon the 
lead DifplcaTure, to be turned out of 
Doors. Befides, it (b happened, that a- 
bout this time, there was a. Ilrangc 
Confufion of Place among all the Books. 
in the Library; for which feveral Rea- 
fbns were aflfigned. Some imputed it to 
a great Heap of Uarmd .Dufi, which a^ 
perveife Wind blew off from a Shelf of 
Moderns, into the Kcefers Eyes. Others 
affirmed. He had a Humor to pick the, 
Wcrms ow. oi t\\c Schoolmtn, and- fwal- 
]ow them freih and fefling ; whereof 
fome fell upon his SfUtn^ and (ome 
climbeti up into his Bead, to the great 
Pectutbacion of \x>ih. And laflly. others 
maiouincd, thac by _ walking much in 
. the 
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the dark about the Library, he had 
quite lolt the Situation or it out of his 
Head; And therefore. In teplacine his 
Boiki, he was apt to miltake, and clap 
dtJ-Cartts next to Arifiotlt i Poor FUte 
had got between HUs and the Scviii Wift 
JUafiers, and Fliiil was hemm'd id with 
DrjJin on one fidtf, and WItbtrs on the 
atheti 

Me AH while, thofe Bfoki that were 
Advocates for the Medtmi; chofe oat OA^ 
from among them, to make a ProgteS 
x\«i> the whole Littary, examiiK the 
Number and Strength of their Party, and 
iaatKn. their Aflairs. This Meflenger 
performed all things very indaftrioufly, 
and brought back with him a Lift of thefif 
Forces, in all Fifty Thoufand, confiftingf 
chicily of light Horfe^ hfOtvj'iirttKd Fett^ 
and Uitcnuriu ; Whereof the Pitt Were 
in general but fotrily armed, and wor(e 
daf ) Their Htrfis large; but extteamly 
out of Cafe and Heart ; HowerCr, fom^ 
few by trading among the AMinii, had 
fomilht themlelves tdetably eiioiigb. 

Whili Things were in thisFertifenf y 

Dijnri grew extt^mly hi^, >hot Ward^ 

pa0ed 
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pafled on both fides, and ill Blood was 
plentifully bred. Here a Iblitary An- 
ttent, fqueez'd u{) among a whole Shelf of 
Moderns, offered fairly to difpute the Cale, 
and to prove by manifeft Reafons, thac 
(he Priority I ^Va5 due to ihem, from long 
Pofleffion, and Tn regard of their Prudence, 
Antiquity, and above all, their great Me- 
rits towards the Moderns. But iheie de- 
nied the,Premi(es, and feemcd very much 
CO wonder, how the Antients could pre- 
tend. to infift upon their Antiquity, when 
it was fo plain (if they went to that) thac 
the Moderns were much the 
more * Antient of ^he two. ,J ^^^^^ 
As for any Obligations they r^d^,. 
owed to the Antients, they 
renounced them all. 'Tis trn; faid they, 
V€ dre informed, fome few of our Party 
havt been fo mtan to horrerv their Suhfi^enct 
fr6m Teu ; But th refi, infinitely the greater 
Number ( and efptcially, we French arid 
£ngliih ) rvere fo far from fioofinf to fo baf» 
an ^fcamplf, that there never faffed, till this 
tvtry hour, -^ fix Words hetveeen us. For, dur 
Horfes are of our own breeding, our Arms 
of ottr own forging, and our Cloaths of our 
evpn ^ftin^ oat andfoaing. FUto was by

N6W the Modtriu had not poceeded 
in their W Negotiation, with Sefflocy e- 
nough to efcape the Notice of the Enem^ 
For thofe Advocates, who had be^ Ae 
Quarrel, by fetting firft on Foot the Di- 
foSieofPtccedency, talkt fo loud of mm- 
ine to a Battel, ttiat rcmfU happened to 
ovcr-hcar them, and gave immediate In- 
telligence to the ^««»H! who there- 
upon drew up their fcattewd Troops to- 
eethcr, refolving to afl upon the drfen- 
five ; Upon which, feveral of the Midirm 
fled over to their Patty, and among the 
teft Tmph himfelf. ' This TtiBf/j having 
been educated and long converfed among 
the Amimti, was, of all tlie Mtdirm, theit 
greateft Favorite, and became their great- 
eft Champion. 

Things were at this Crifis, when a 

material Accident fell «ut. For, opo" *=

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Ughefl: Cornet of a large Window, there 
dwelt a ceitaia Sfider, fwollcn up tq thf

like iiupian Bopes before the Cave of fpne 
Giant. The Avenues to his CoiUe were 
guarded with Twra-pikes, and PjlU&doeJ, 
ai.1 after the Mtdun way of FortificaciOD> 
Afc^r you had palled feveral Courts, you 
camp to [he Center, wherein you might 
behold the tunfidU himlelf in his own 
Lodgings, which had Windows fronting tp' 
each Avenue, and Ports to f^lly out upon 
iili Occaflons of Prey or Defence;' In this 
Manfioq, he had for fame Time dwelt in 
Pesce and Plenty, without Panger to his 
f'erftnhySvaltowt froim above, otto his F4- 
Uce by j^rscms from below : When it was 
the Pleafure of Fortune to conduit Uiither 
a wandring B'l, to whoCeCurioficy a hro^ 
ken Pane in the Glafs had difcoveted jc 
felf ; tad in he went ; where expatiating 
a while, he ai; laf( happened to alight 
upon one of the outward Walls of Hie 
SfUir's Cict^del; which yielding to th(S 
<ineijual Weight, funji, down to the veiy 
Foandation. Thrice he endeavoured t<» 
foKc his Paftge, and Thrice the Otmei 
tit Ihook. 
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fliook. The SpUer within, feeling the ter- 
rible Convulfion, fuppofcd ac firft. chaE 
Ifatm-e was approaching to het final DiO- 
folution; or elfe, that Beelzebub with all 
his Legions, was come co revenge the 
Death of many thoufands of his Subjects, 
whom this Enemy had Hain and devoured. 
However^ he at length valiantly refolved 
to ifliie forth, and meet his Fate. Mean 
while, the Bee had acquitted himfelf of 
his Toils, and poAed fecurely at fome 
diftance, was employed in cleanHng his 
Wings, and difengaging them &om the 
ragged Remnants of the Cobweb. By 
this Time the SpUer was adventured out, 
when beholding the Chafms, and Ruins, 
and Dilapidations of his Fortrefs, he was 
very near at his Wifs end, hcftormed and 
fwore like a Mad-man. and fwelled till he 
was ready to burft. At length, calling his 
Eye upon the Bee, and wilely gathering 
Oiufes from Events, ( for they knew each 
other by Sight ) A Plague (plit jom, faid 
he, for a giddj Son cf a Whores Tt is you, 
with a Vengeance, that have made this Litter 
here ?

^trdst Fritnd, faid the Bee, ( having now 
pruned himfelf, and being difpolcd to 
droie) rU give jo» my HAnd md Word to 
come near jeur Kennel no more ; I ivas never 
in fach a confounded Pickle fince J was 
hum. Sirrah, xeplycd the Spider, if it 
were not for breaking an old Cnfiom in onr 
Family f never to fiir abroad ^ainfi an Ene- 
my, I Jhould come and teach you better Man- 
ners. 2 fray, have Patience, laid the Bee, or 
you wiUffendyonr Suhfiance, and for ought / 
fee, you may fiand in need of it all, iotoards the 
Repair of ytnr ffoufe. Regue, Rogue, replyed 
the Spider, yet, methinks, jou Jheutd have 
more RefpeSf to a Perfon^ jvhom aU the World 
allojvs to be fo much your Betters. By my 
Troth, ^id the Bee, the Comparifon nill a^ 
mottnt to a very good Jefi, and you will do 
me a Favour, to let me know the Reafons, that 
all the World, is pUafed to ufe in fo hopeful a 
Difpute. Ac this, the Spider having fwel- 
led himfelf into the Size and Pollure of a 
Difputanc, began his Argument in the true 
Spirit of Controverfy, with a Refblution to 
be heartily (currilous and angry, to urge on 
his own ReafbAs, without the leaft Regatd 
to the Aofwcrs or Obje(%ons of his Oppo- 
fite; and fully predetermined io his Mind 
againQ all ConvifStion.

Th IS Difpute was managed with fuch 
Eagernefs, Clamor, and VVarrmth, chat the 
pwo Parties of Books in Arms below, ftopd 
Silent a while, waiting in Sufpenf^ what 
would be the Iflue; which was not long 
undetermined : For the Bee grown impa- 
tient at fo much loft of Time, fled ftraie 
away to a Bed of Roles, without looking 
for a Reply ; and left the Sfider like an O- 
raror, ffl//f(!?fi/in himfclf, and juH prepared 
to burft out. 

It happened upon this Emergency, th^t 
y^fop broke filence firft. He had been 
of late mofl barbaroufly treated by a 
ilrange Effc(3; of the Regent's Humanit-t, 
who had tore off his Title-page, fore(y 
defaced pne half of his Leaves, ind chained 
him faft among a Shelf of ^Ci^-frwj.

l^Aturt : The Dtfirence is, that isfiead tf 
Dirt and VoiCoh, we h^tve rather chcfe to 
fll o»r Hivei with Honey and Wax, thus 
furnijbifig Mankind with the tm Nshlefi of 
Things, vphieh are Sweecnels and Lighc. 

'Tn wonderful to conceive the Tu-, 
mule uifen among the Books, upon tlia 
Clofe of this long Defcanc of ^[of% 
Both Parties took the Hint, and heigh- 
tencfl their Animoflties lb on a fudden, 
;faac chey refolved it fliould come to a 
Battel. Immediately, the two main Bodies 
withdrev under their fevecal £nfigns, to 
the further Parts of the Library, and there 
entred into Cabals, and confults upon the 
preient Emergency. The Moderns were in 
very warm Debates upon the Choice of 
their Leaders, and nothing lefs than the 
Fear impending from their Enemies, could 
have kept them from Mutinies upon thi; 
Dccafion. The Diflecence was greateil 
among thp Horfe, where every private 
Trtcper pretended to the chief Command, 
&^n Tajfo and Milton, to Drydea and IVi- 
thers. The Lt^ht-Horfe wpre Commande4 
by Cowly, and peffreanx. There, came 
the 
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the BoTpmen under their valiant Leaders,

bgil into Stars. Faracilfus brought a 5^«*- 
Jron oi Stink-Pot-Flingm from the fiiowy 
Mountains of RhxtU. Thare, came a vail; 
Body of Dragoons, of different Nations, 
under the leading of Harvij, their grew: 
y4f<i .- Part armed with Scythes, the Wea- 
pons of Death ; Part with htmncts and long 
Knivts, all ftccpc in Po/'/oh ; Part {hot ^k/- 
/irrj of a moft malignant Nature, and ufcd 
•mhite Powiit which infallibly killed with- 
out Hepert. There, came (evcral Bodies 
of heufvj'armtd Feet, all Mercenaries, un- 
der the Enligns of Gaiccardine, VaviU, 
Folydore yirgH, BuchMdn, MariiM, Camhden, 
and others. The Bngimers were com- 
manded by Regiomentaitat and IVilkms. Tlie 
reft were a confufed Multitude, led by 
' SeetMs, Aquinas, and BilUtmine ; of mighty 
Bulk and Stature, but without either Arms, 
Courage, or Difciplinc. In the laft Place, 
came infinite Swarms of Calories, a difor- 
derly Rout led by Lefirange ; Rogues and 
Raggamuffins, that follow the Camp fcH: 
nothing 
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nothing but the Plunden^ All wiihouc 
Ceats to cover ihem. 

Tni Army of the Anthnts was much 
fewer in Number; Hofoer led tht f/erfe, 
and Pi/itiar the. Light-Horfe ; Euclid was 
chief* Et^inter : Plato and Ariftotle com- 
manded the Bew-men, Herodotus and Z/t'jr 
the /^ffc?, Hlfperatts the Dragoons. The 
^///W led' by yojjitu, and TtmfU brought 
up the Rear. 

All things violently tending to a de- 
cifive Battel; Famt^ who much frequen- 
ted, and had a large Apartment formetly 
alTigned her in the Rigal Library, fJcd up 
(trait to Jujiiter, to whom (he delivered 
a £iithful Account of all that paHed be- 
tween the two Forties belew. ( For. a- 
mong the Gods, (he always tells Truth. ) 
Jove in great Concern, convokes a Coun- 
cil in the Milky-Way. The Senate allcin- 
bled, he declares the Occafion of con- 
vening them ; a bloody Battel juft im- 
pendent between- two mighty Armies of 
Aniient and Modern Oeatures, call'd Booh, 
wherein the Celcflial Intereft was but too 
deeply concerned.

The CU(p9 
were of SiWet, double gilt ; the Cov«s, 
6f CcleQial Turky-ieather, and the Paper, 
fuch as here on Harth might almoft paf; 
for Vellum. Jupiter having filently read 
the Decree, would communicam the Im- 
port CO none, but prefently {hue up the 
Book. 

Without the Doors of thit AiJem^ 
bly, there attended a Taft Number of li^c, 
nimble Gods, menial Servants to Jnfiter .- 
Thefe arc his miniftriog Infttuments in atU 
Affairs below. They travel in a Caravair, 
inore or lefs together, and are faflened xo 
each other like & Link of Gally-flaves, 
by a light Chain, which pafles from them 
to f toiler's great Toe: And yet in re- 
ceiving or delivering a Mef&ge, th^ oay 
never approach above the loweft Step of 
ttis Throne, where he and they whnpet 
CO each other thro* a long hpUow Trunk.

Glad was 
the Cavalier, to begin a Combat with a 
flying Foe, and piirfued the Image, threat- 
ning loadj till at lafl, it led him to the 
peaceful Bow^r of his Father Oglely^ by 
whom he was dilarmed, and afligned to 
his Repofe.'

Fci:ccs of the Moderns half in- 
clining to a Retreat, there if- fit EfiftJt 4 
fued iorth from a Squadron w— "alln. "^ 
of their heavy- armed Footy a 
Captain, whofe Nan>e was B—ntl—y; in 
Perlbn, the moft delormed of all the A/ff- 
deritfi Tall, but without Shape or Come* 
lineisf 
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Hnels ; Large, but without Strength or 
Proportion. His Armour was patch'd up 
of athoufand incoherent Pieces ; and the 
Sound of it, as he march'd, was loud and 
dry,', like that made by the Fall of a Sheet 
of Lead, which an Etejian Wind bloa-s 
(uddenly down from the Roof of fome 
Steeple. His Helmet was of old rufty 
TroD , but the Vizard w^s Brafs , which 
tainted by his Breath, corrupted into Cop. 
peras, nor wanted Gall, from the fame 
Fountain j fo, that whenever provoked by 
Anger or Labor, an atramentous Quality, 
of moft malignant Nature, was fien to 
diftil from his Lips.

Such, at this Jundare, was 
the Difpofition of S -ntl-y , grieved to 
{ce the Enemy prevail, and diHatisfied 
with every Body's Condu<^ but his own.

B— ntl-y 
having fpoke thus, Scaliger beftoWing him 
a Tower Look j Mifcreant Prater, faid he, ■

tiut. The Malignity of thy Temper j>er- 
•aerttth tJtturei Tby Learning makes thee 
flMTf fisrburoDS , tby Study cf Homaiu^, 
more bihumon ; Thy Converfe amtngji 
f§ets mtte groveliog , miry* and dull.

ft-N T L- Y dnrft not reply j but haU* 
cfaoaked with Spleen and Ra^^ withdrew, 
in full Refblution of perlorming fomc 
great Achievment. With bin, for his Aid 
and Companion, he took his beloved 
W-'tt-n ; sefblving by Policy or Surprize^ 
to attempt bmt neglcdlcd Quarter of the 
Amiettts Army.

But, the fourth Method of Kf- 
Ugious Enthu^afmj or launching out the 
Soul, as it is purely an Effeft of Artifice 
and Methivick Oj>erafie»f has been fparing- 
ly handled, ornot atalj, by any Writer; 
becaufe, though it.is an Art of great An- 
tiquity, yet having been confined to' few 
Ferfons, it long wanted thefe Advance- 
ments and Refinements, which it after- 
wards met with, fince it has grown fd 
Epidemick, and fallen into fo many culti-

Betides, there is many 
an Operation, which in its Original, was 
pnrely an Artifice, but through a long 
Spa;effion of Ages, hath grown to be na- 
tural. Hipfocrates, tells us, that among 
our Aaceuors, the ScythUHs^ there was a

• *^'«/W.. ^hich at firft b<fiin by a 
CufVom among Midwives and Nurfes, of 
molding, and Iqueezing, and bracing up 
the Heads of Infants ; by which means, 
Nature fliiit out atone PaUage, was forcM 
to feek another, and finding room above, 
fhot upwards, in the Form of a Sugar- 
Loaf; and being diverted that way, for 
foine Generations, at laft found it out of 
her felf, needing no Afllllance from the 
Nurfe's Hand. This was the Original of 
the Scjitk/dit Long-be/idsy and thus did Cu- 
iVom, from being a iecond Nature pro* 
eeed to be a firft. To all whicli, there 
is fomethin^ very analogous among Us 
of this Nation, who are the undoubted 
Pofterity of that refined People. For, in 
the Age of our Fathers, there aro(ea Ge-

neratioa of Men in this IjUnd, allM 
Rouftd'htdds^ whofe Race is now^ (|weado-

Expedient of abfolute NeceiHty, to coveF 
their Heads as cbfe as they can, in order 
fo prevent Ferfpiration, than whiph no- 
fhing is obferved to be a greater Splendor 
pfMechanick Light, as we may, perhaps, 
iarther flie^ in convenient Place.

fes Mouth/ tin It comes again to bis 
Turn to take in frefh : At the laroe rime, 
^kcre is a'Cenfort of x continued gentle 
Hum,, repeated and renewed by lamnfl,. 
as T)ocafi<Ki requires, and they move their 
Bodies up, and down, to a Degree, that 
fometiraes their Heads ^nd Points he pa- 
rallel to the Horizon. Mean while, you 
may obfetvef their Eyes turn*d up in the 
Poftureof one, who endeavours to .keep 
himfelf awake ; by which, and many o- 
ther Symptoms among them, it mani- 
fcftly appears, that the Reafoniog -Facul- 
ties are all fufpendedand'fuperfeded, that 
Imagination hath ufarped the Seat, fcat- 
tering a thoufand Deliriums over the Brain. 
Retumioe from thiS" Digre/fion, I fball 
defcribe the Methods^ by which the Spirit 
approaches. The fives being difpofcd ac- 
cording to Art, at hrtl, you can fee no- 
thing, out after a flwrt Paufe, a fmall glim- 
inering Li^t begins to appear, and dance 
beforeycHi. Then, by frequently moving 
your Body up and down, you perceive 
the Vapors- to afcendvery faft, till you 
arepene£^ly dofed and 4uAred like on^ 
wiio 
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who drinks too much, m<^;Momink. 
Mean while, the Preacher is dtfe at wor£; 
He b^ins a loud Hum, which pierCeS 
you deite thrp' ; Tfaisis immediately :f^ 
turnpa by the Audience^ and you Slid 
your felf prompted to ikiitate them, by a 
inear ipontaneousimpuHe, lA'ithout knowi> 
ing what you do. The /jrffr^/^M are du*- 
ly filled up by the Preacher, to prevent tai 
joogA f aule, uiidet which theS//Wt would 
,ibon iaiht and grow languid. 

THIS is all I am allowed' to difcover 
about the Frogrefs of the Sjriru, with relai. 
■ jtion to that .part, which is born by the ^ 
fimlilji-^B^i in the Methods of the Prea- 
cher, to jKlijch I now proceed, IlhaHb* 
jnore large and/particular. "^ 
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XT'QU will tead it very gravely ■■fir 
1 marked in the Books.'of thofe' if- 
luitrious and righcelof^uear Fen-men, th<; 
Jylodern Travellers ; that the ftiadamemai 
■piiference in Faint of Religion, between 
fhe wild /fidi/fi>i, 3ad Us, Uts in this; tliat

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V«worfliipGU, and They worihip the 
ffmH. Bb, <bm are certain Criticks, 
who vin by na means admit of this D>- 
fiin£kioa ; rather beiicvina, that all Na- 
tions wbat£xirer^adofe tiwiriH G*i, be> 
caufe, they feem to ktend their Devotions 
toibateinvifible. A>wcr, of greateft Gtod' 
xefi and AMity to help them, which per* 
baps Will take in the brighteft Attributes 
afcribed to the Divinity- Others, again, 
inform us, that tbo& Idolaters adore two 
PrincifUs ; the Principle oiGoody and That 
of EvU: Wbicbiodeed, I am apt to look 
upon as the tnoft univerfat Notion, that 
Mankind, by the meer Light of Natnre, 
ever entertained of Things Invifible. How 
this Idea hatli- been managed: by the /»• 
Aidfu and Us, and - with wTiat Advantage 
to the Underftandings of either, may well 
deferve to b» ewmrined. To me, tnr riif- 
lerence appears little more than this. That 
They are put oftener upon their Knees by 
their fears^ and We by our Defires; That 
the former fet. them a Yrijing^ and' Us 
i, Curjiii^. What I applaud them for, is 
their DxHirvtion, in limiting their Devoti--. 
piB and their Deities to their feveral Di- 
Ari^ls, nor ever fulfering the Litui^y of 
fbe»4<f» Qod, t9 crqfsqr interfere with 
thiit 
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thac of the BUek. Not fo with Us ; who 
pretending by the Lines and MeaTurcs of 
our Reafon, to extend the Dominion of 
one invifible Power, and contract that of 
the other, have difcovcrcd a grois Igno- 
rance in the Natures of Good and Bvil, 
as radt horribly confounded the Fron- 
tiers of both. After Men have lifted up 
the Throne of their Divinity to the C«- 
Anw Emfyraufitf adorne^ him with all fuch 
Qualities and Accomplifhments, as them- 
felves feem moft to value and polTefs : 
After they have funk their Principle of. 
Evil to the loweft Center, bound him 
with ChainS) loaded him with Curfes, 
furnifh'd him with viler Difpofitions than 
any RtAe-heH cX xhz Town, accoutred him 
with Tail, and Horns, and huge Claws, 
and Sawcer Eyes \ I laugh aloud, to fee 
thefe Reafooers, at the feme time, enga- 
ged in wife Difpute, about certain Walks 
and Purlieus, whether they are in the 
Verge of God or the Devil, ferioufly de- 
bating, whether fuch and fuch Influences 
come into Mens Minds, from above or 
below, or whether certain Paffions and 
Aifeftions are guided by the Evil Spirit, 
or the Good.

Thus do Men eftablifii a Fellowlhip of 
Chrifi with E(//w/, and fuch is the Analogy 
between chum TongutSy and clofven Feet. 
Of the like l'4ature is the Difquifition be- 
fore us : It hath continued thefe hundred 
Years an even Debate, whether the De- 
portment and the Cant of our Eaglijb En- 
thufiaftick Preachers, were Pojfe^on, or In- 
Jhirathai and a World of Argument has 
oeen drained on either fide, perhaps, to 
little Purpofe. For, I think, it is in Life 
as in Trageiy^ where, it is held, a Convi- 
flion of great Defeft, both in Order and 
Invention, to interpofethe Afliftance of pre- 
ternatural Power, without an abfolute and 
laft Neceffity. However, it is a Sketch 
of Human Vanity, for every Individual, 
to imagine the whole Univerfe is interefsM 
in his meaneft Concern. If he hath got 
cleanly over a Kennel, fome Angel, unfeen, 
defcended on purpofe to help nim by the 
Hand ; if he hath kaockt his Head agataft 
a Poft, it was the Devil, for his Sins, let 
loofe from Hell, on purpofe to buffet him. 
Who, that lees a little paultry Mortal, dro* 
Ding 
/ 
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ningf and dreaming, and drivelling to a 
Multitude, can think it agreeable to com- 
mon good Senfe, that either Heaven or 
Hell mould be put to the Trouble of In- 
Suence or Infpedion upon what he is a- 
bout ? Therefore, I am refolved imme- 
diately, to weed this Error out of Man- 
kind, by making it clear, that this My- 
ftery, of venting fpiritual Gifts, is nothing 
but a Tradiy acquireij by as much Inftru- 
£lion, and maftered by equal Pradice and 
Application as others are. This will bcft 
appear^ by defcribing. and deducing the 
whole Procefs of the Operation, as vari- 
oufly as it hath fallen under my Know- 
ledge or Experience.

ff\v Words upon the laudable Praftice of 

wearing

ter of mcer Ciiliom, Hutnor, or Palhion, 
as Ibn^e would pretend, but an InHitution 
of great Sagacjty and Ufe ; theft, When 
moiflned with Sweat, flopaU Perfpiratibn, 
and by reverberating the Heat, prevent the 
Spirit from evaporating any way, but at 
the Mouth ; even as a skilful ^ouiewife, 
that cavers her Still with a wet Clout, for 
■lie fame Reafoc, and 6nds the fame Ef- 
fefl. For, it is the Opinion of Choice 
Virtucfi, that the Biain is only^a Crowd 
of little Animals, but with TSeth and 
Claws extremely (harp, and therefore, 
cling together in the Contexture we be- 
hold, lilte the Pifture of Hohs's LevU- 
tha/if .or like Bees in perpendicular Swarm 
upon a Tree, or like a Carrion corrupted 
into Vermin, ftill preferving the Shape 
ai^d Figure ofthe Mother Animal. If hat 
aO Invention is formed by the Morfure of 
two or more of thefe Animals, upon cer- 
ftiin' capillary Nerves, which proceed 
from thenoe, whereof three Branches fpread 
into, the Tongue, and two into the right 
Hand. They hold alfo, that thefe Ani- 
mals are^of a Conffitution extremely cold ;
